HINTS TO PATRONS AND CHEESEMAKERS. 
Cheesemaking consists in utilizing the

In treating this subject we shall take 


If each individual of our patrons perfect- 


In the number we have to contend with, 


there will always be found a few who do 


not and cannot be made to understand the 
importance of cleanliness and the trouble 
which a want of it occasions at the factory. 

There are others who could not be in- 
duced for love or money to provide their 
cows with sweet, wholesome food and 
water. Itrequires buta small outlay of 
money and Tahoe to have pure water for 
the cows to quench their thirst, also to have 
a small field of peaso and oats to keep up 
the flow of milk during the dry season. 

The dishonest men are not all dead yet, 
and it would not be strange if one or two 
wore found on our list, and eyen amongst 
those who object to be placed on our list ; 
in this class there are some who have a 
woakness for cream in their tea, &c., or 
who, at least, have wives with such a 
weakuess; and it sometimes occurs that 
thoir milk is found wanting in this import- 
ant element, and if this weaknoss provails 
to any considerable extent among our 
hundreds of patrons, it will show how a 
number of little thefta may become one 
great larcency. If fifty patrons each take 
one quart of cream, the result is a loss of 
equal to fifty pounds of cheese, and should 
this be repeated one hundred times during 
the season, wo would have a total of five 
thousand pounds, the value of this is five 
hundred dollars, to steal which, by the 
laws of our civilized country, is a great 
crime; and the damage to the cheese is not 
covered by those figures. 

In the company of our patrons, there is 
another class of whom we must not forget 
to speak, namoly; the cloar-hoaded, pains 
taking, honest and industrious follows, who 
always bring large yields of puro wholo-

the air through the vent up to the nostrils, 
In this way ho will bo able to detect any 
objectionable odors. If the maker has a 
proper sonso of his responsibility, aud that 
commendable independence of cliaracter 
which tho logs of a few paltry dollara can- 
not daunt, ho will promptly rejece all ma- 
torial, whic's, if used, will operate to the 
disadvantage of thoee of his patrora who 
have furnished a good article, and through- 
out tho whole season he will not céase to 
make use of such tests ns science and ex- 
perionce have provided for the discovery 
of crime and the detection of abuses. In 
this way he will protect the honesty and 1n- 
dustry of some against the vice and indol- 
ence of others. 

Suppose the milk is now in the vat, if 
the maker understands his business,he wi'l 
have thoroughly familarized himsolf with 
the character of the eompound with which 
he has to deal—he well knows how far it 
has advanced on the road to maturity and 
will rogulate his couduct accordingly. If 
the milk be far advanced he will heat to 
not more than 82°, If otherwise you may 
go as high as 88°, and here as elsewhere 


throughout the whole system of cheese- | 


makivg, it requires attention. Rennet 
seems to be the only true agent by which 
the cheese-matter of milk can be separated 
from the whey. Nature seems to have pro- 
vided it for the cheesemakers’ special use. 
Its office is not simply that of producing 


coagulation, but it goes further, and 
exercises an important part, not only 
in the curing of the cheese, but also 


in bringing about that condition in its 
substance which we call digestibility. No 
other substance of which we have any 
knowledge is capable of bringing about the 
samme result. In view of these facts more 
than one idea should govern in the use of 
this important element, I know of, no 
means for the application of heat to milk 
but what, in the use of which, it will be 
found that some portions will be warmer 
than others. Upon the application of the 
rennet, a period of at least three minutes 
should be devoted to thorough agitation, 
after which it may be allowed to stand for 
perhaps three or four minutes. Now,with 
the bottom of adipper, occasionally stir 
carefully the entire surface of the vat to 
the depth of about twoor three inches, 
until coagulation begins. Tho purpose of 
this is that no portion of the cream in ris- 
ing to the surface may escape the influence 
of the rennet. Coagulation perfect, the 
work of cutting begins. Now, let this be 
done as carefully as possible. I cut first 
with a perpendicular knife lengthwise, 
then across, and finally horizontally, not 
waiting, as many do, for the curd to settle 
and become matted. This is all tho cut- 
ting that is necessary, except such pieces 
of curd as may have escaped the knives ; 
these I cut with a perpendicular knife as 
they appear when raised to the top. Ex- 
perience has shown that in the process of 
making cheese a maximum of from 96° to 
98° must be attained. If 82 degrees be 
used in setting, a balance of 16° must be 
used in curd. If 90° then 8°, Thus it 
will bo seen that more time is necessary in 
heating the curd when the milkis set at 
82 dogrees than at 90 degrees ; and it will 
be borne in mind that the operation of 
stirring is to be kept up until the required 
heat is reached, and from five to ten min-

For the past week or ton days the oyes 

of the world have been turned anxiously 

towards France, for.a strong apprehension 

has arison that, out of tho defeat and resig- 

nation of the Goblet Administration serious 

trouble nmy come: General Boulanger, 

the Ministerof \Var in tho late Govern- 

ment, has been the hero of the hour and 

the stumbling-block in the way of the vari- 

ous statostmef who have been endeavoring 
to give to, the gountry a strong and stable 
Administration. This ‘able and patriotic 
but fiery gentleman has won the first place 
in the public heart by measures which he 
has framed for the strongthening of the 
army anda bill which he had introduced 
for the mobilization of the military force, 
but more than all for his outspoken hatred 
of Germany, and the expression of his 
opinion that war between France and her 
conqueror of 1870-1 must come at an early 
date, with the added prediction that the 
defeats of that woeful time will be wiped 
out. The French, always emulous of mil- 
itary glory, burning to avenge themselves 
upon the Germans, and ardently desiring 
the conquest of Alsace and Lorraine and 
the restoration of the Rhine frontier, saw 
in the astute and warlike Boulanger another 
‘*man of destiny,” and determined that, no 
matter who filled the other offices, their 
idol should remain at the head of the War 
Department. President Grevy, who is 
thoroughly in sympathy with the anti-war 
partyy‘and who—and perhaps not without 
reason—considors that the retention of Bou- 
langor in oftice would bo regarded by Ger- 
many as little short of a casus belli, has beon 
intriguing for the displacement of the pop- 
ular Minister. Messrs. De Freycinet, Rou- 
vier, Clemenceau, and others have in yain 
tried tofarm an Administration suited to 
the President's views, and on a second at- 
tempt M. Rouvier succeeded, with a result 
which a cable despatch foreshadows as fol-

On the contrary,the 
situation has beon mado rather worse there- 
A and it is agreed on all hands,and especi- 

ly in business circles! in London, that 
events of Tee importance are likely 
to occur in Paris within the next few 
weeks. 

A. series of reyolutionsary outbresks is 
feared and the troops, who are devoted 
heart and soul to Gen. Boulanger, cannot 
be depended upon to defend a Government 
which, according to their opinion, has 
treated him so shabbily. M. Rouvier. who 
is perfectly aware that his Cabinot cannot 
live a day in tho present Chamber, where 
he has a vast majority of Republicans 
against him, and where he is bound to look 
for support to the Monarchical group, in- 
tends to dissolve it at once. 

When Gon. Boulanger is borne back to 
power on the crest of this immen#e wave of 
popularity, President Grevy will have to 
atone for his unconstitution conduct in 
selecting his new Cabinet from a minority 
of the Chamber by hia resigning his lucra- 
tive berth in favor of Gen. Boulanger, M. 
de Freycinet or My Clemenceau. Tho now 
Cabinet consists almost oxclusively of the 
fol ee of Gambetta, MM. Rouvier, 

yer, Htienne, Cochery and Admiral 
Jaures having boon his nite intimate com- 
pantons. - 


President Grévy will, no doubt, use all 
the powers at his command to provent the 
realization of the predictions above made, 
and to that ond he will ondeavor to secure 
tho new Ministry in oftice until the popular 
excitement has cooled down somowhat by 
closing tho session of tho legislative body 
on the 15th inst. The failure of this evasion 
seomns assured by the displacement of Gon.

Keyes, 
reported : 

In again presenting to you the annual 
report, your Grand Secrotury desires to 
congratulate you upon the closing of ano- 
ther year of great prosperity for our noble 
Order throughout the Dominion. In New- 
foundland the ulmost total failure of thoir 
principal fisheries has been a heavy blow to 
our brethren there, anc has decreased our 
membership for the time being ; but as the 
prospect of a better season is at hand, we 
may hope to see the Order there resume its 
formerstanding. In Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick there is nothing of importance 
to bring before you. The annual returns 
will give the progress made during the year 
there. In Prince Edward Island the papers 
that will be submitted for your considera- 
tion will give the status of the Order there, 
and perhaps require some legislation at your 
hands. In Ontario, West and East, Man- 
itoba, Northwest Territoriea and British 
Columbia, the progress of the Order has 
been very satisfactory, as the papers sub- 
mitted to you will shew. The correspond- 
ence of your Grand Secretary's oflico this 
year has been very heayy, the number of 
letters received and answered being 1,140, 
the largest number received in any one year 
since the institution of this M.W.G. Lodge, 
and an increase of 384 over last year. In 
compliance with the requirements ot your 
Finance Committee of last year, your Grand 
Secretary procured and has kept during the 
year, except May of 1886, a regular set of 
books, showing the orders received, on what 
account; the goods sent out and on what 
account, as well as a regular ledger account, 
with each person procuring supplies, no 
matter how small, Your Grand Secretary 
also. upon his return from Grand Lodge, 
took an inventory of all stock on hand, and

A telegram of condolence to the family 
of Bro. Thos. Robinson, Kingston, who 
suddenly expired on Monday, was sent, 
when the lodge adjourned, 

The committees met in the evening and 
prepared their reports. 

SECOND DAY, 

Tho Lodge reassembled this morning,the 
attendance being considerably larger than 
yesterday, several dolegates having arrived 
on the night and morning trains. Bros, 
John Shepherd and Wm. Karns, of Ot- 
tawa, wore chosen as a deputation to ropro- 
sent the Lodge at thefuneral of thoir late 
Brother Thos. Robinson, Kingston, and 
left on the noon train. Hon, M. Bowell, 
Past Grand Master, was received by the 
Lodge with all honors,the Lodge rising up- 
on his entrance and welcoming him with 


| to diecover his wh oreabouta, Ih two peo: 
onde tho Sergeant returned, and declared 
that Mr, Duvn wesin tho neighborhood, 
The Spoaker then ordered that the oflicer 

, bo produced; whereupon the Sergeant 
withdrew ogain, and returned this time 
accompanied by a pale faced, clean shaven, 
attenuated man of about thirty-five years 

! of age. Dunn glared at bis judges, and his 
judges glared at him, those on the Opposi- 
tion side viewing him very much as a cat 
would view a mouse before making tho 
fatal spring. When asked tho first ques- 
tion, Duan requested permission to be 
assistod by counsel in the answering 
of questions and in. protesting against 
the action of. the» House in dealing 
with him. This by no means extraordinary 
request olicited a storm of disapprobation 
from the Upposition, When the Minister 
of Justice moved that the request be grant- 
ed,Mr. Mills, acting as leader of the Oppo- 
sition, for Mr. Blake, who had been pres- 
ent at the opening of the proceedings, but 
had retired, objected most strenuously to 
the proposal, declaring that Dunn was 
witness, and that it was absurd to allow a 
witness to be represented by counsel. This 
view was taken with marked unanimity by 
Mr. Mills’ followers. Fora time the Op- 
position held their own in discussion but 
by an unfortunate accident Mr. Edgar in- 
tervened with an amendment, which ad- 
mitted that Dunn was entitled to the assist- 
ance of counsel at a later stage of the pro- 
ceedings. Sir John Macdonald at once 
poitited out tLat this was equivalent to say- 
ing that Dunn should be tried without coun- 
sol and only be allowed to plead before sen- 
tence was passed upon him. To cliuch the 
Government case it was shown by the Pre- 
mier that tho grantiog to persons in Dunn's 
position of permission to be aided by coua- 
sel was according to precedent. After the 
breach Mr. Edgar had made in the position 
assumed by Mr, Mills, the Opposition was 
at sixes and sevens. It was apparent 
that Dunn was either entitled to have 
counsel or that he was not, and that if 
he was entitled to counsel he should 
have ouch legal axsistance all the time 
he was at tho bar of the House. 
Mr. Edgar's resolutions thus practically 
forced those members of the Opposition 
who were opposed to allowing counsel to 
be heard to vote that counsel should be 
heard during a portion of the enquiry, and 
it compelled those who were in favor cf al- 
Jowing counsel to yote againstit. When, 
therefore, a division was called,Mr. Edgar's 
amendment was lost by a vote of 43 to 119. 
Among those who yoted against it and 
helped to swell the Government majority 
to 76 were Messrs, Mackenzie, Holton, 
Scriver, Paterson of Jrant; Arm- 
strong, Flynv, Mallory, Purcell, Som- 
erville, Waldie, Macdonald, of Huron, 
and MacMillan, of Huron. This amend- 
ment having » disposed. of,.. the 
main motion was called. The Government 
was ready to allow this to pass without a 
division but a few members of the Opposi- 
tion were indiscreet enough to demand that 
a division be taken. These gentlemen put 
their friends iu a very awkward position. 
Having just voted that Duun should have 
counsel for a part of the time he was at 
the bar, they had either to say now that a 
man whom they had so declared to bo en- 
titled to some assistance should be refused 
it altogether, or they had to swallow the 
argument they advanced before Mr. Edgar's 
fatal amendment appeared on the scene and 
vote that the assistance of counsel should 
be accorded the man whom they had said 
was not entitled to it. Some of them, 


rather than decide which horn of the dilem- | 


ma they should choose, escaped hurriedly 
from the House. One of the first to do so 
was Mr. Mills, leader pro tem. The re- 
mainder, excepting Messrs, Trow and 
Edwards, accepted the latter alternative 
and voted amidst much laughter, in which 
they themselves heartily joined, for the 
Government proposal, which was adopted 
by 164 to 2, Messrs. Trow and Edwards 
were subsequently described as the rem- 
nant who remained true to the promptings 
of the leader of the party despite 
that hon, gentleman's desertion of his 
followers, The Opposition has never made 
such an unfortunate series of blunders as 
this before, The errors in tactics were no 
doubt the results of the absence of the 
guiding mind of Mr, Blake. After these 
episodes Mr, Dunn was allowed the aasist- 
arce of counsel. A protest was put in, but 
without success, against the proceedings, 
and an examination followed. The result 
was that Dunn declared that he had acted 
throughout as returning officer on legal ad- 
vice, and then he was discharged from fur- 
ther attendance. This ends this branch of 
the Queen's case, the offender getting off 
free and the attacking party having suffer- 
ed a serious reverse,

It is Unusual at this time of year to see an 
improvement in prices before the fodder 
stock has been disposed of. Bub the qual- 
ity of the stock has considerably improved 
of late, and the small volume of recoipte in 
comparison with former years bore out the 
assertions that for two or three weeks past 
have been coming from the country, viz., 
that pastures were sliin, milk was slim, and 
the nuke was correspondingly slim. These 
foatures all helped to call a halt to the rapid 
decline in prices, and the outlook for the 
immediate present is hopeful and encourag- 


Ing. 

‘But there are other features which call 
for a word of warning in regard to the fu- 
ture, Butteris nuw so much lower than 
cheese in comparison, that more milk will 
undoubtedly be putinto cheese, and less 
milk into butter, than there has been dur- 
ing the spring. This will increase the make 
of cheese, Besides, the splendid rains of 
the past week havo freshened up the pas- 
tures and will increase the flow of milk. 
The flush of the season is yet to come, 
whereas a yoar ago we wero right in the 
midst of it. Factories opened earlier, and 
we are bound to have a somewhat larger 
make than we did a year ago. And Canada 
is still underselling usa little, but not so 
strongly as she was two weeks ago. All 
these points should teach our dairymen not 
to be toe sanguine of the future, The pre- 
sont stoppage of the decline is only tem, 
porary, and as the make increases, and the 
receipts rollup into big figures, and hot 
weather cheese finds its way into market, 
lowér prices must be looked for. At the 
samo time, a stay of proceedings is a fortu- 
nate occurrence at this time of the season, 
and there is strong probability that it may 
prevent prices from declining as low as 
they otherwise might.

Two of Mr, Costigan’s bills were dropped 
to-day, the act respecting ferries and the 
amendments to the Weights and Measures 
Act. 

in the absence of Mr. Oostigan Hon. Mr. 
Bowell introduced his bill to amend the act 
respecting canned goods, The bill provides 
that when canned goods are * soaked" that 
word must be printed on the labels. 

Mr, Foster introduced an act respecting 
the conveyance of liquors on board Her 
Majesty's ships in Canadian waters. The 
bill will prevent liquor being taken on board 
ship without the consent of the officer in 
charge, and for infraction of the act a fine 
ot $50 is provided. 

The amendments of the Benate to the 
Banft Park bill and the Northwest Senatori- 
al Representation bill were concurred in. 
The Chinese Immigration Act,the Peniten- 
tiary Act and the act respecting the Oxford 
‘Junction and New Glasgow Railway were 
read a second time. 

On motion to go into supply Mr. Mills 
read a telegram from a newspaper, signed 
by the Secretary of State, advising the re- 
turning officera not to incur any expense 
in connectlon with the voters’ lists, as the 
Government were about to bring in a bill 
dealing with the matter, He protested 
against any measure that wou! not permit 
the lista to be revised this yuor. 

Sir John declined to be led into a dis- 
cussion about a bill that was not yet before 
the House. 

Mr. Blake said the Government were 
ordering the revising officers to break the 
law, which required them to go on with the 
revising lists after June 1. 

The matter was dropped. 

Tne House went into supply. On the 
item of the Manitaba Penitentiary : 

Mr. Mills made a grave charge. He had 
been informed, he said, that when a cer- 
tain Mr. Bremner had been incarcerated in 
the Manitoba Penitentiary he had in his 
possession some $700 worth of furs and 
when he came out he was penniless.

INOW PUDDING 

Ono pint of milk, two tablespoonsful of 
cornstarch, whites of three eggs; dissolve 
tho cornstarch in alittle of the milk, stir 
in a small halfeoupful of sugarin remainder 
of the milk, which place on the tiro; when 
it begins to boil stir in cornstarch: stir 
constantly till it becomes a smooth paste; 
now stir in the whites of the oggs beaten to 
a stiff froth, stir over the hre long enough 
to cook the eggs, flavor and mould. Serve 
cold witha custard made of the yolks of 
tho eggs, a pint of milk and sugar and 
flavoring to taste. When beating the whites 
of the oggs, a pinch of salt hastens tho 
stiffening, 

DOLLY VARDEN CAKE, 

This requires three eggs, two cups of 
whire sugar, throe-quartera ot acup of but- 
ter, one cup sweet milk,three cups of sifted 
flour, two tea-spoonfuls of baking powder; 
take half the mixture and bake as two 
jelly cakes. To the rest add a tablespoonful 
of molasses, one cup of chcpped raisins and 
currants mixed, one teaspoontul of allspice 
and cinnamon. Ifone wishes, one of the 
white layers can be colored pink with sugar 
sund onred jelly dissolved. 


SPONGE CREAM, 


One pint of frosh milk, three tablespoon- 
fuls of Cox’s gelatine, three tablespoonfuls 
of sugar,three eggs. Put gelatine into cold 
milk, let it stand a little; put on stove and 
bring milk to boiling point, then add the 
sugar and yolks of eggs which have been 
well beaten together. Remove from the 
fire and stir in the whites, which have also 
been beaten stiff. Add alittle salt and 
flavor to suit, and pour into moulds, wet 
first so the cream will turn out easily, 

MERSEBURG BISCUITS. 

Take four ounces of butter, six ounces of 
sugar, seven ounces of flour,one tablespoon- 
ful of fresh cream and one egg. Make the 
above into dough, working it well. Then 
roll it out very thin, cutting it into pieces 
two inches long and one broad. Sprinkle! 
the tops of the biscuits with sugar and 
ground cinnamon, Bake ina quick oven 
and when done they should be a light yel- 
low-brown. If put away ina canister or 
jar they will keep a long time soft, 


SWEDISH ROLLS, 


Seven cups of flour, one pint of milk 
boiled. When cool, add one-half cup of 
butter, one-quarter cup sugar, one egg, 
one-half compressed yeast cake. For tea 
set them to rise at cight o'clock in 
the morning. At3P. M. roll them out 
aboutan inch thick; puta small piece of 
butter on one side;fold them in halves; put 
them in your pan aiittle apart, and let them 
rise till time to bake for tea. 


COLD LEMON PUDDING, 


One-half box of gelatine soaked in four 
table spoonfuls of water for ten minutes; 
adda pint of boiling water, juice of two 
lemons, one cup of sugar. Strain and set 
away to cool. When cold, stir in the 
whites of three well-boaten eggs, A thin 
boiled custard or thick cream may be used 
to pour over the pudding.

THE BRIDGE BILL. 


The efforts of the civic deputation to Ot- 
tawa on bebalf of our bridge charter were 
triumphantly successful, in spite of the 
selfish offorts of the Trenton people, who 
seemingly forget that Belleville’s interest 
in the navigation of the bay is greater than 
théit own ; but the Committee of Parlia- 
ment were shown the point, and the piuis- 
ter motives which underlay the pretence of 
thé Trenton deputation in their professed 
fears as to the navigation were made to ap- 
peat, and tho Bill was adopted and will no 
doubt pass the House.

OUR NEW LIBUTENANT-GOVER- 
: NOR. 


ander Campbell, K.C.M.G., the 


Sir 
new L tenant Governor of Ontario, was 
yesterday sworn in by Chief Justice Hag- 


arty. By nature and by oxperience Sir 
Alexander is admirably fitted for the posi- 
tion. For many years he has been one of 
the ablest and most trusted colleagues of 
Sir John Macdonald, and by his ability, 
tact and moderation, his courtesy of manner 
and Sdavity of disposition, he has won the 
esteom of political friends and opponents 
alike. That he will satisfy every reason- 
able expectation whilet in office and retire 
amid general congratulations, like his honor- 
od’ prodécessor, there is no reason to doubt. 

We are indebted to a contemporary for 
the following sketch of his life : 

Sir Alexander Campbell was born of Scot- 
tish parents, in 1821, at the village of He- 
don, near Kingston-upon-Hull, in the East 
Riding o Yorkshire, Eogland. When but 
two years old his parents camo to Canada, 
and settled at Lachine, Que. His early 
education was received at tho hands of a 
Presbyterian minister, and he also spent 
some time at the Roman Catholic Seminary 
omiineseine His education was com- 
Bees ea Prof. George Butler, of the 

Royal Grammar School, at which 
institution Sir John A. Macdonald was also 
taught. He studied law at Kingston under 
Henry Cassidy and John A. Macdonald, 
and was admitted to the bar at the Hilary 
mic 1842, He then entered into part- 
nership with Mr. Macdonald, under the 
name of Macdonald & Campbell. From 
1851 to 1852 Mr. Campbell was alderman 
for one of Kingston's wards, and in 1856 
he was created a Queen's Council. In 1858 
he wanelected to the Legislative Council, 
in ral Conservative interest, for 
the Cataraqui Division, and in 1863 he was 
chosen as Speaker of the Council. In 1864 
he was asked to form a Cabinet but declin- 
ed, but in the Tache-Macdonald Ministry 
he accepted the portfolio of Crown Lands 
Commissioner,and beld this position through 
the various shifts of administration down to 
Confederation. Ho was an earnest advocate 
of Confederation through his legislative ca+ 
reer, and in 1867 was called to the Senate, 
in which body he has sat since, and in which 
he was the leader fora number of years 
whilst his party wero in oflice. On the Ist 
of July of the same year he was appointed 
Postmaster-Goneral, and retained the posi- 
tion about six months, and then became 
Minister of the Interior, a position he did 
not hold long, as his party went out of pow- 
er in 1873. He has since held different 
ministerial posta, among them Minister of 
Justice, In 1879.he was created.a Knight 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. Goorgo 
at an investiture held in Montreal.

Mr, Blue on Ontario Farmer, 


Mr. Bluo's statistics show that the farm 
lands of Ootario increased in value twenty- 
one million do}lars in 1886 as compared with 
1885, and that this increase was not due 
toi nereased ecreage only, but that the 
value per acre increased. In the March re- 
portof the Washington Department oi 
Agriculture itis stated of New York State 
as follows : 


**On the whole, farmers are more in debt 
than they were ten years ago. There are 
a large number which were purchased a 
fow years a ago and mortgaged, which now 
would not sell for more than the face of the 
mortgage, owing to the depreciation of 
the farming lands, which, on an average, is 
fully thirty-three per cent. in ten yours. 
Probably one-third of the farmsin the state 
would not sell for more than the cost of 
the buildingsand other improvements owing 
to this shrinkage.” 


If we had commercial union would it lift 
the New York farmers up to the condition 
of Ontario farmers, or would it depreciate 
Ontario farm property as New York farm 
property has depreciated ? Surely the latter 
effect would be producod.—Toronto World.

was this agreeable change, that the sitting 
momber's oxplanation rather took the 
House by surprise and proved decidedly in 
toresting. 

Mr. Baird has hitherto been rathor lost 
and friendless in the House, and somehow 
tho impression has got abroad that he did 
not amount to much, Yet today, speaking 
for the firat timo wit almost overybody in 
tho House opposed to him, he delivored 
himaelf better thad nino out of ten of the 
now men and made a caso that gives tho 
matter in somo respects quite a new aspect. 

Mr. Weldon brought up his motion of 
yesterday and tho Speaker asked Mr, 
Baird to make any explanation he might 
have before retiring. 

The young man stood up and said: ‘I 
have some explanation to make, I could 
scarcely determine from tho tenor of tho 
motion whether a further attack is intend- 
ed on this seat or furthor consuro is intend- 
ed for the returning oflicor, Mention has 
been mado of my name in connection with 
the appointment of the returning officer for 
Queen's. Tho sheriff of that county was 
passed over in tho late olections, and John 
K, Dunn was appointed. If there was any- 
thing wrong in that appointment the blame 
must rest upon mo, because it was done on 
my responsibility.” He wont on to say 
that when he wont into the contest in 
Queen's, ho found the two local members, 
the sheriff, the rogistrar, the clerks of the 
Probate and Division Courts, all officers of 
the Local Government, were opposed to 
him, He found, too, that the lists had 
been revised under Liberal jurisdiction, 
anda great many names of Consorvatives 
left off. [He found, too, that the lists in 
the Conservative parishes had not been le- 
gally revised, as Judge Steadman had dep- 
utized the work to a person not legally 
esse to act. Therefore it was certain 
that, no matter what majority he might 
take out of the Conservative parishes, the 
ballots would not be legally counted for 
him, as the sheriff would not count the 
ballots in the districts that had not been 
legally revised. He found that he was 
in a trap. He tried to get an under- 
standing with Mr, King that the bal- 
lots as delivered should be counted, 
but he was refused, There being no 
alternative he applied to haye a change 
made in the returning oflicer. The roply 
of the Goyernment was that it was not 
advisable to pass over the sheriff. He then 
met the Minister of Marine and laid the 
case before him. The’ reply again was 
that if possible at all the sheriff should be 
continued asreturning officer. He took 
his horse and drove thirty miles to see the 
sheriff, intending to put the question plain- 
ly to him and abide by his answer,whether 
or not he would count the ballots dolivered 
without regard to any informality in the 
voters’ lists, But he found that the sheriff 
had gone into another direction, was out 
on the stump against him, and that being 
the case he had felt it his duty to make a 
peremptory demand that another person be 
chosen for returning officer, John R. 
Dunn was chosen, not, as the Liberais al- 
leged, because he was a villain, but because 
he was one of the most highly respected 
citizens of Queen’s County, a member of 
one of the oldest and most honored families 
of that district, a graduate of the university 
and the Principal of the Grammar School. 
Up to the present no man had ever dared 
to impugn the character of John R. Dunn, 
and ho would leave it to the House to say 
whether, after examining that man, it 
could be believed that he had acted malic- 
iously. 

The peoplo of Qaeen’s County had come 
to him (Baird), had shown to him how 
they have been unlawfully deprived of 
their yotes, how they were preyented from 
recording their votes, and asked him if he 
would stand by them. When he offered to 
resign they pointed out how the Reform 
party all over the country were grasping at 
every point defensible and indefensible to 
attain their ends, and they showed him 
that it was his duty to stand by them and 
fight their battle, and he had fought it to 
the end. He had challenged his opponent 
to go before the courts, to take proceedings 
agiuinst either himself or the returning of- 
ficer, and he repeated that challenge now. 
Ho had challonged them to appeal to Par- 
liament and he was not afraid to await the 
result of that appeal. 

He was prepared to go furthor, He was 
propared, just a8 soon as they would make 
legal the voters’ lists of Queen's County, 
so that a fair vote could be taken, to resign 
his seat and meet his opponent at the polls 
and let a fair vote of the people decide. 

The Opposition derided this proposition, 
Hon.Peter Mitchell giving the opinion that 
now was the accepted time for resignations. 

This riled Mr. Baird, and he promptly 
turned on his enemies with a sudden devel- 
oped sarcasm that was astonishing. He said 
that when that time came he would inyite 
the Opposition down to take part in tho 
fight. He would especially inyite the hon. 
leader from the Island (Davies), Thoy 
had had him in Queen’s last summer and 
he had then, with great unction, read the 
doath warrant of the Macdonald Govern- 
ment. Whon he camo again he could ex- 
plain why the execution had not taken 
place. Tho hon, member for Northumbor- 
land (Hon. Peter Mitchell) might come, 
too, and he might bring in his pocket the 
tar and foathera he had once threatened, 
providing he thought Queen's a safe place 
to bring such articles. _1t was charged that 
ho wasa useless member of the Houso. 
| That he would not deny, but he had tho 

glorious satisfaction of knowing that he had 
plonty of company in that respect, and 
chief among that company was tho mem- 


ber for St. John (Ellis), who made tho 
charge. Thoy had heard through that 
gontloman’s newspaper that now Elhs, 


haying been elected, all crooked and knot- 
ty questions were to be mado straight and 
plain ; but if the peoplo of St. John were 
tocome up here they would find thoir 
roprosentative ono of the most brilliant 
failuros that Canada has yet produced, Ho 
had beon charged with using unworthy 
methods to got his seat. All he had to say 
to that was that the gonoral methods 
adopted by the Opposition in tho late cam- 
paign would have made highwaymen blush, 

In conclusion he said that whatever the 
decision of the House might be, ho would 
submit to it. If they decided that he should 
vacate his seat he would go back to the 
people of Queen's and tell thom that ho had 
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fought their case to the end, and he would 
venture to say there was nota manin the 
country who would say his character had 
boon stained. If Parliament docided that 
should retain the seat he was atill prepared, 
jut a6 soon a6 the lista wore mado lc gal, to 
resigu the seat and appeal to the electors. 
Mr. Baird was cheored fre Guently during 
his speech, and when he left the chambor 
ho as not to be present while the subject 
was under dobato, oaG many members 
wont out with him, and he got more kind 
words in five minutos than ho had received

Hon. Mr. Thompson took up the parable 
and repeated shortly the arguments before 
advanced to tho effect that the jurisdiction 
in such cases was now vested in tho court.

Mr, Davies spoke warmly for over an 
hour, going over again the Reform side of 
the case, and moved in amendment tothe 
amendment that Returning Officor Dunn 
bo summoned to the bar of the House to 
amond the return. 

Mr. Weldon, of Albort, delivered his 
second speech, a clearly reasoned, well de- 
livered, logical, logal examination into the 
law bearing upon the case, that fully estab- 
lished his roputation both asa debater and 
authority on constitutional Jaw, 

Messrs. Aymot, Ellis and Girouard hay- 
ing spoken, Mr, Patterson of Essex, defin- 
od his position. Ho would vote the same 
a8 he had done when this question was pre- 
viously voted upon, but he warned tho 
Opposition that it was no consideration of 
their general policy that prompted him to 
doso, and he denied the statements of the 
pross that he was at issue with his friends 
on the Conservative side of the House, and 
especially the absurd story of the Toronto 
News that he had returned to his constita- 
eucy to resign his seat. 

Mr. Oockburn of Centre Toronto pro- 
pounded a very neat problem just as this 
juncture. Mr, Davies had said that his 
deposit was not made by his election agent. 
Mr. Cockburn pointed out that that fact, 
in the opinion of members of the House, 
was quite sufficient to invalidate his elec- 
tion, and asked why he should not follow 
Mr. Davies’ examplo and move that the 
House take action in the matter, unsoat 
Mr. Davies himself, and seat his opponent. 
The conundrum was not successfully an- 
swered, 

The debate was continued at great length, 
a dozen members speaking. Among them 
were Messrs. Moncreiff and Hudspeth, 
both new Conservative members, Both 
showed themselves capable debaters and 
speakers considerably above the average. 

At 1.30 the vote was taken on Davies’ 
amendment to the amondment. A heavy 
yote was polled, but the Opposition had the 
advantage. 

The vote stood: Yeas 85, nays 104. The 
majority of 19 was the rmiallest of this 
session. At 2,30 the vote on Hon. Mr. 
Thompson’s amendment was taken. It was 
recorded : Yeas 105, nays 85 ; majority 20, 
Burns haying come in for the second vote.

WHATCOMMERCIAL UNION MEANS 
AND WHAT IT WILL ENTAIL, 


Argument on the subject of commercial 
union is at present engrossing the attention 
of the press of the country to the exclusion 
ofother subjects. {tis well that this should 
be the caso, as in no other way can the peo- 
ple be so thoroughly awakened to the truth, 
which unprincipled advocates of tho im- 
possible project aro studiously ondeavoring 
to conceal. 

Our own ideas on the subject haye boon 
given pretty fully, and therefore wo hore- 
with present those of some of our ablest 
contemporaries which are opposed to the 
scheme, amongst which we are pleased to 
include the Hamilton Zimes, a journal tho- 
roughly Liberal and an out-and-out free- 
trader. The Times, which Clearly perceives 
the delusive nature of the statement that it 
would be an enormous benefit to our farm- 
ers__to have unrestricted access to the mar- 
kets of the sixty millions of people to the 
south of us, shows’the folly of tho assertion 
in the fo owing conclusive manner ; 

Asa matter of fact, the opening of the 
United States market would afford very 
partial relief, if the Canadian duties were 
not also taken away. It may bo that the 

ices of barley, horees and lambs in 

Bonada are affected by the United States 

duties, but the prices of wheat, cheese, 
. beef, otc., in both Canada and the United 

States are affected alike by the reports from 

: the Liverpool market, to which tho surplus 

H roducts of both countries are sent. The 

fluences which decide these prices are not 

confined to Ganada and the United States.

Com- 
mercial union is impossible without adjust- 
ing our institutions and our taxation to mect 
those of the United States, and if so, how 
long would British connection last? Just 

© until auch timo as’the present advocates of 
commercial union would yet bold enough 
to ridicule the absurdity of two nations be- 
ing politically different, with all othor insti- 
tations similar ; and they would have at last 
‘the merit of consistency. If, therefore, Ca- 
bs are determined to hold their own, 

Gnd aro desirous of scelny a Canadian na. 
tionality built on the model of British in- 
stitutions, they must see to it that those 
who aro secking to frustrate this desirable 
realization will not under the guise of ben-

Perhaps it is hardly fair to rocall the 
days of pro-slavery riots in Boston, or 
to mention the names of William Lloyd 
Garrison and Owen Lovejoy. No doubt 
the poople of tho Unitod States havo expe- 
rienced a change ot keart since the days 
when rioters and murderors were sustained 
hy the voice of public opinion, when aboli- 
tionists. were donied freedom of speech, 
wero pelted and mobbed, as Garrison and 
Phillips, and many another wore, or mur- 
dered, as Lovejoy was. Woll, we will let 
that pass as ancient history. The rioters 
of those days were the fathers of the jour- 
nalists who are now moralizing about the 
sin and foily of riotous conduct. 

Porhapa it is hardly just to make refer- 
ence to the New York riots, in which hun- 
dreds of lives were lost, in which innocont 
men were hung to lamp-posts for the sin of 
wearing black skins, when an orphan asy- 
lum was burned to the ground and colored 
children were tossed into the flames and 
burned to death. Very few colored men 
had votes in New York at that time, We 
must not be too severe upon the young 
men of those days if, now they have reach- 
ed middle age, they are severe upon riotous 
conduct—in Canada, 

Wo shall hardly bo accuzed of wandering 
into ancient history when we recall the 
fact that about seven or eight years ago 
certain occurrences at Pittsburg, Chicago 
and other places were not wholly unat- 
tended with violence. At Pittsburg mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of property wore 
destroyed, hundreds of men defied the law, 
troops were callod out to restore the peace, 
and many lives wore lost before order was 
re-established. At Chicago, also, there 
were conflicts between the troops and the 
riotera ; and, to borrow. the picturesque 
language of a Chicago reporter, “the pale 
air was streaked with gore” before society 
returned to its normal condition of killing 
pigs and bragging over St. Louis, It is 
impossible to be angry.at anything a Chi- 
cago man may see fit todo; but we must 
ask the privilege of smiling when the art- 
ist, hardly rested after his gory streaking 
of the pallid air, lays his ensanguined pen- 
cil down to lecture Canadians because the 
atmosphere breathed by Gombeen O'Brien 
was temporarily tinct with the effluent 
aroma of self-assertive hen fruit, 

Nay, we have heard that the pale air of 
Chicago has been streaked with bomb- 
shells as well as with gore, and that not in 
absolutely prehistoric days. Pondering 
upon that scrap of history, and reading re- 
cent didactic utterances of Chicago jour- 
nalists in the light of it, we are led to think 
that the throwing of a dynamite bomb in 
Chicago is a much more trivial offence than 
the throwing of a tired egg in Hamilton. 

Wo have even read of slightly irregular 
proceedings—we hesitate to speak of them 
as illegal—on the Pacific coast, in

touched each other, making a wall moving but 
impenetrable; and then when they attacked o 
fortress and tried to capture a battiement this 
shield was lifted over the head s+ as to resist 
the falling missiles. The breast plate was made 
of two pieces of leather, brass covered,one piece 
falling over the breast and the other falling over 
the back, At the side of the warnor the two 
pieces fastened with buttons or clasps. 

The bows were so stout and stiff and strong | 
that the warriors often challenged each other 
to bend ore. The strings cf the bow were made 
from the sinews of oxen, A case lke an in- 
verted pyramid was fastened to the back, that 
case containing the arrows, so that when the 
warrior wanted to use an arrow he would put 
his arm over his shoulder and pull forth the 
arrow for the fight. The ankle of the foot had 
an iron boot, When a wall was to be assaulted 
a battering ram was brought up. <A battering 
ram was a great beam swung on chains in 
equilibrium. — The battering ram would bi 
brought up close and then a great number of 
men would take hold of his beam, push it back j 
as faras they could and then Jet go, and the 
beam became a great swinging pendulum of 
destruction. ; 

Twenty or forty men would stand in a mov- | 
able tower on the back of an elephant, the ele: | 
phant made drunk with wine, and then headed , 
toward the enemy, and what with the heavy 
feet and the swinging proboscis and the poisoned 
arrows shot from the movable tower, the de 
struction Was appalling. War chariots were in 
yogue and they were on the wheels s0 they | 
could easily turn. A sword was fastened to \ 
the pole between the horses so when they went 
ahead the sword thrust and when they turned 
around it would mow down. ~The armies car: | 
ried flaga beautifully embroidered. Tribe of 
Judah carried a flag embroidered with a lion ;

tho Confederate congress in Richmond, which 
was reported in the New York papers, which 
prayer if answered would, to say tho least,have 
left his northern relations in yery uncomfortable 
circumstances.

We sometimes talk about earthly military 
reviews, such ss took place in Paris In the time 
of Marshal Ney; in London in the time of 
Wellington and in ovrown lan 1; but what teme 
things compared with the final review, when all 
the armies of the ages shall pass tor angelic 
instruction, St. John saya the armies of 
heaven ride on white horses, and I don’t know 
but many of the old cavaliy horses of earth'y 
battle, that were wounded and worn outin service, 
may have resurrection, It wou'd be only fair 
that, raised up and ennobled they would be 
reyurrected for eal ean review of the jndg 
mentday, It would not take any. moro power 
to reconstruct their bodies than to reconstruct 
oure, and I should be very glad to see them 
among the whits horses of Avonalsriiio Vision. 
Hark to the ieumpee blast, the reveille of the 
last judgment! They come up, All the armies 
of all lands and all centuries, on whichever side 
they fought, whether for freedom or despotism, 
forthe right ortbe wrorg.

This is a de- 
liberato untrath ; Mr. Robertson went with 
tho deputation to the Committee, and the 
Chairman called upon him as * promotor 


dopu 


of the Bill to addross the Committeo, and 
explain its provisions. ‘This he did at somo 
length, stating that the gontlemen asking 
for incorporation were leading and promi 
nent citizens from Belloville and Prince 
Edward ; that tho prosert forry system was 
quite inadequate, and insufliciont to moot 
tho large and growing trade between the 
City and County of Prince Edward, partic- 
ularly on market days; that for a poriod 
in the spring and fall no communication 
was possible; that if the Committee would 
pass the bill, this Company would con- 
struct a bridge by way of Zwick’s island 
to Amoliasburgh, a distance of about 300 
yards, that tho increasing trade required 
better facilities for this communication, 
that he had been told thatthe Trenton 
people did not oppose tho bridge because of 
competition tor the local trade, but bo- 
cause they contend if would be an obstruc- 
tion’and impediment to navigation. Mr. 
Robertson said that strong doputations 
were presont from Belleville and Trenton, 
for and against the Bill, he hoped as many 
would be heard as possible. He then in- 
troduced Mr. Ritchie, President of the 
Board of Trade, as the first speaker, and 
while he would like all the deputation to 
be heard, ho said Mr, Ritchie had given tho 
matter the greatest consideration. He, 
with Senator Flint and Mr. Gildersleeve 
spoke strongly in favor of the bill, while 
Mr. Gilmour, Dr. Day and Dr. Mallory 
opposed it. Dr. Platt said tho northern 
part of hisriding favored the bridge and 
the south was againstit. He had no 
objection to the bridge if it did not 
obstruct navigation. The consideration 
of the Bill occupied the attention of 
the Committe from 10:30 till 1:15. Mr. 
Robertson is nota member of the Commit- 
tee, and Mr. Burdett, who is, took charge 
of the Billand moved its passage clause 
by clause. Mr. Mulock, Grit M. P. for 
North York, strongly opposed the Bill,and 
moved that its consideration be postponed, 
intending to kill it, while Sir A. P. Caron 
supported the Bill. Had any more address- 
es been made the Bill could not have been 
disposed of. Mr. Robertson did all that could 
have been expected, presonted the potition 
when sent him, introduced the Bill,attend- 
ed seyeraltimes before the Private Bills 
Committee to get certain omissions sup- 
plied by the absence of some of the publi- 
cations of notice, moved the second reading 
of the Bill and promoted it in committee.

THE QUEEN'S COUNTY CASE. 


The explanation given by Mr.- Baird of 
the dircumstances in connection with the 
famous Queen's County, New Brunswick, 
election case, in which the Returning Ofi- 
cer.returned the Conseryative candidate, 
who had polled a minority of votes, places 
the matter in an entirely new light. The 
Grits had doctored the voters‘ lists by leay- 
ing offa large number of Conservatives ; 
the lists in the Conservative parishes had 
beet illegally revised and the ballots would 
not haye been counted for him; and whon 
Mr. Baird founed that he was in a trap and 
went to ask the Sheriff, whom the Govern- 
ment wished to make the Returning Ofiicer, 
whether he,would.count the ballets as they 
were cast, he found that worthy on the 
stump against him. Under these circum- 
stances, and after having failed to get an 
understanding with his opponent (Mr. 
King) that no objection would bo raised to 
the confessedly illegal lists, Mr. Baird in- 
sisted that the partizan Shoriff bo not ap- 
pointed and secured the appointment of 
Mr. Dunn. Mr; King polled a majority 
of the votes, but finding that the Grit can- 
didate’s deposit had beon imporoperly 
made, the Returning Officor declared that 
Mr. Baird was the only legal candidate and 
returned him, 

We are not of those who bolieve that it is 

proper to do evil that good may come, but 
the cireimatances of this caso are such that 
Mr. Baird's offorts to compass the dofeat of 
Grit rascality, to secure tho honest verdict 
of the people of the constituency by a fair 
revision of the list of voters and an clection 
held upon the new list, appears to us to be 
a just and honorablo solution of the diffi- 
culty, Tho Grits have of course howled 
vory loudly over this matter, but it is only 
because they have been caught in their own 
snare. Their corruption and rascality in 
connection with oloctions is so well known 
that their denunciations of alloged impro- 
prioties of othors aro unhooded by the pub. 
lic. In this instance they appoar to have 
beon tho original offenders, and no amount 
of bluster can obscure the facts of the caso 
or direct attention from the conclusion 
that, if they failto accept Mr. Baird's 
challenge they aroafraid to tost the senso of 
the people of Queen's whon it can be ex- 
pressed without restraint at tho polls.

A Double Twist, 

Among the urgent needs of young and 
old, a common one is a cord or line, bigger 
and stronger than any in the ‘‘ twine draw- 
or.” Nearly every one knows how to twist 
and double a bit-of twine, by making one 
end fast and turning the other end be- r 
twoon the fingers,until the vhole is twisted 7 
so firmly that it will ‘‘*kink,” and then let- 
tingit double uponitseif,and'*kink” though- 
out, making acord of four strands, some- 
what less than one-quarter the original 
longth of the string ; after which the loose rs

But there are one or two difliculties to 
overcome when one wishes to double twiat |’ 
a long line; the fingers beome painfully tired, 
and are likely to let the line slip from the 
grasp, resulting in very troublesome 
‘* kinks” where they are not wanted, 
Again, there is apt to be trouble when the 
time comes to double — which makes 
it probable that Shakespeare had tried to 
make double twists before he wrote the 
witches’ song in ‘‘Macbeth. 

The following method is an easier way of 

accomplishing the same end; take a piece 
of svood of a size that can be convenienetly 
held in the hand, and bore in it a hole 
several times the diameter of the twine to 
be twisted. Ifthe twine is not too large, 
a common wooden spool will do admirably. 
Make a loop in each end of the double line, 
slip one of these loops over a nail or any- 
thing that will’ boar the necossary strain; 
pass the other loop through the wood or 
spool, and then thrust the small stick 
through the loop. When the line is pulled 
taut, the stick will be in position across the 
bit of wood, and can be turned rapidly 
and evenly around in the direction that 
will also twist the strands of string more 
tightly. 

Don’t double this twisted lino unless you 
have some one to help you. If you are 
alone, it isis better, before beginning to 
twist at all, to make a third loop in the 
middle ofthe doubled cord. Place this 
middla loop over the hook or nail, and 
twist each half separately before letting 
the two twists upon each other. 

To keep tho first half from kinking while 
twisting the second, make it fast and 
taut to some fixed point, or wind it 
tightly around anything that will hold it, 
Each of the two halves should receive u 
about the same number of turns to isure 
evenness in the final double. Perhaps the 
better way is to make two separate twists, 
andthen to allow them to twine around 
each other. 

lt is a good plan to stretch the firat two 
lengths side by side after they are twilted, 
and lash the correspondigs ends together 
before allowing them to take the final twist,

phia now. (More laughter.) Franklin was 
frugal, and, as ho says himself with becom- 
ing modesty, he had no vices, because, 
though he little suspected it, he made o 
vice of frugality. You saw, as Mr, Beaman 
told you, how he did, but when he men- 
tions why ho did he gives himself away— 
(laughter) —and, finally, he wished that at 
the Jast he may be shoved into a barrel of 
Madvira; but if he had lived here instead 
of in Philadelphia he would have wanted to 
got the barrel of Madeira into him. (Roars 
| of laughter.) Lam here in the character of 
author and publisher, but | think I will let 
thom rest. (Renewed laughter.) Oh, 1 can 
tell you a great deal about publishing, but 
1 don’t think I will, Lam rather too fresh 
yot. (Laughter.) Lam at the honest stage 
now, but aftera while, when | graduate 
and grow rich, I will tell you all about it. 
(Long and continued laughter.) In my 
combined character of publisher and author 
I receive a great many manuscripts from 
people who say they want a candid opinion 
whether that is good literaturo or not. 
| That is all a lie ; what they want isa com- 
' pliment. (Laughter.) But as to this mat- 
ter of education, tho first that strikes you 
is how much teaching has really been done 
and how much is worthless cramming. You 
have all seen a little book called ‘* English 
as she is spoken.’ Now, in my capacity of 
publisher, I recently received a manuscript 
from a teacher, which embodied a number 
of answers given by her pupils to questions 
propounded. These answers show that the 
children had nothing but the sound to go 
by ; the sense was perfectly empty. Hore 
are somo of their answers to words they 
were asked to define :—Auriferous—per- 
taining to an orifice (laughter); ammonia— 
the food of the gods (renewed laughter) ; 
equestrian—-one who asks questions (roars 
of laughter) ; parasite—a kind of umbrella 
| (shouts of laughter); ipecac—a man who 
likes a good dinner (ronewed laughter. ) 

And here is this definition of an ancient 
word honored by a great party, republican 
—a sinner mentioned in the Bible, (shouts 
of laughter and applause.) And here is an 
innocent deliverance of a zoological kind :

Finding Pharaoh, 

In a May magazine are two profusely 
illustrated articles under the above caption 
describing the discovery of Pharaoh's tomb 
and picturing its contents, From the first 
article by Mr Wilson, the photographer, we 
quote his account of the way in which the 
tomb was located: —‘‘In alino of tombs 
boyond the Ramesseum lived four sturdy 
Arabs named Abd-er-Rafoul, They sup- 
plied guides and donkeys of Thebes, and 
sold thom genuine and spurious antiquilios.

Ina very light wind, sho fairly 
lost the cream of the British racing cutters, 
beating them far more than the Puritan or 
the Mayflower could defeat the Genesta 
or Galatea under like circumstances, Ina 
atiff breeze ahe beat the champion Irex 
twenty-three minutes over afifty mile 
course, and the beating would probably 
have. upwards of half an hour had not 

phe Trex first away and baffled the 
— ina lufting match which lasted 
for a long time.. The Puritan was 
not, at the very best, more than equal 
to the Genesta under like conditions of 
wind and weather, and Sir Richard Sutton’s 
beautiful boat, although she got a long load 
whilst; tho Irex and Thistle were fighting 
each other, was beaten by twenty-five 
minutes. Watson's models have hitherto 
been remarkable chiefly for their ability to 
go to windward, being comparatively slow 
in running and reaching, but the Thistle’s 
speed off the wind is phenomenal, and the 
London Times.rates her as a mile an hour 
faster than the Irex on any point of sailing.

DISALLOWANCE, 


The commercial press approves of the 
policy of disallowance. Tho Monetary 
Times remarks :—‘* The House of Com- 
mons, by a majority of forty-nine, has sus- 
tained the Government in its polioy of dis- 
allowance, in’ Manitoba: After the enor- 
mous sums of public money rpent in the 
creation of an independent line of railway 
through Canada, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific oceans, no other policy is tenable 
or postible for the time being. Dis- 
allowance, as now exercised in regard 
to railway charters, is not intended 
tobe permanent, and in the nature of 
things iteould not be. But we have not 
created a great ‘national highway, at enor- 
mous cost,for the mere pleasure of seeing it 
atrangled in the fecbleness of its infancy. 
There has been some ghilly shallying with 
the question of disallowance, which 
proved mischievous. Sir Charles Tupper, 
when the Canadian Pacific was asking a 
loan from the Government, volunteered the 
expression of ahope that when the road 
was finished, north of Lake Superior, the 
company would see its way to welcome op- 
position in the form ofa connection of 
Manitoba with American lines, Lf thy cem- 
Pany could havo done this with justice to 
itself everybody would havo been pleased ; 
but the company cannot afford to invite 
opposition, and it has aright to the protec- 
tion of thie country which called it into ox- 
intonce, private parties haying beon induced 
to put alarge amount of capital into it, 
Disallowance will rightly coaso when the 
Canadian Pacific shall bo in a position to 
meet compotition and earna living profit.”

Pittsburg reports say that the stove 
moulders there have decided to stand out 
for au advance in wages.

John Kimball has made a contract with 
the New Hampshire State Government for 
the labor of convicts in the State Prison at 
Concord. The contract is for three years, 
and is 50 cents per day per man. 

Minnesota has two new labor laws. One 
gives to labor the right of first lion on all 
property.

The difficulty between the buildors and 
the laborers in London, Ont., remains un- 
settled.

The strike of the stove 
moulders of Chicago has been declared off, 
and five hundred men will resume work on 
Monday. They decided to drop the de- 
mand for a 15;per cent. raise in wages, 

The officials of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron and Steel Workers are busy 
preparing for their annual convention and 
wage conference, which will be held in 
Pittaburg this week. The men have decided 

to ask for an advance of wages of 10 per 
cent., or fifty cents per ton of an increase 
over the present wages. The manufactur- 
ers claim that the condition of trade does 
not warrant an increase in the scale, 

Thousands of Philadelphia stoneculters 
are locked out for demanding the discharge 
of tho non-union hands.

The seized vessels are now in Ounalaska, 
but unless they have been properly taken 
care of they must, during the winter 
months, have suffered greatly, even if they 
are still in existence. The skins taken 
from them aro stored in the Alaska Fur 
Company's warehouse, while the guns and 
ammunition were taken to Sitka and aro in 
care of the United States marshel. The 
American Government has not communi- 
cated with the Canadian Government on 
the subject of the seizures since February 
3rd, although all the documents relating 
to the caso left Sitka on January 26th, and 
must have reached Secretary Bayard the 
following month. The conduct of the 
American cutter **Corwin” and of the 
American authorities at Sitka is indefens- 
ible, and must be amply atoned for.

Lord Randolph's Idea,

Lonvon, June 4,—Lord Randolph 
Churchill was enthusistically received by the 
Wolverhampton Men's club last night. 
Responding to an address, he said he be- 
lieved that sources of revenue could be so 
managed as to satisfy the fair trader. Truc 
remedy for trade depression, he said, was 
economy in expenditure ; workers must not 
allow Ireland to absorb all their attention, 
but must bring prossure upon the govern- 
ment to prevent such extrayagances as 
sponding a milKon pounds on new war and 
admiralty buildings, and seventeen thou- 
sand pounds for decorating Westminster 
Abbey in honor of the Queen's jubilee. 

Lord Randolph Churchill advised the 
Unionists to make a solid stand and 
shew Mr, Gladstone they were equally de- 
termined as himself in the matter of the 
Irish question. He was gratified to believe 
in the power of the Government to smash 
obstruction at any moment they pleased, 
The Goyernment had been very patient, 
but the limit had beon reached, and when 
Parliament re-assombled, strong measures 
ought to be adopted to prevent the Crimes 
billfrom being amended tillit became useless. 

Continuing, Lord Randolph said that in 
the event of war England might after a 
maddening delay and the pouring out of 
money like water put 150,000 men in the 
field. Doubtless Englad had a very power- 
ful fleet on paper, but not a single fortress 
of strategic importance throughout the 
empire was properly armed and provision-

A Confederate Optoton of Grants 
Wilderness Campatgn 


From tho Century war papers for June 
wo quote the following “Whon General 
Grant was app jinted to the comm and of 
the Union armies and established his head 
quartera wit h the Army of the Potomac, we 
of the Army of Northern Virgitia know 
vory little about hie character and capacity 
asa commander, Even ‘old army  officors, 
who were supposed to know all about any 
one who had ever boon in the army before 
the war, seemed to know as little a8 any 
body clae. The opinion was pretty freely 
expressed, however, that his Western 
laurela would wither in the climate of Vir 
His namo was associated with Shi- 
belioved that ho had 
boon outgenoraled and badly beaten by 
Albort Sidney Johnston, and sav ed by 
Buoll. Tho capture of Vicksburg and the 
battle of Chattanooga, which gave him a 
brilliant reputation at the North, were bo- 
lioyed by the Confederates to be due more 
to the weakness of the forces opposed to 
him and tho bad generalship of their com- 
manders than to any groat ability on his 
part. That ho was bold and aggrossive, we 
al know, but we bolieved that it was tho 
boldness and aggressiveness that arises from 
tho consciousness of strength, as he had 
generally managed to fight his battles with 
the advantage of largely superior numbers. 
That this policy of force would be pursued 
when he took command in Virginia, wo 
had no doubt; but we were not prepared 
for tho unparalleled stubbornness and ten- 
acity with which ho persisted in his attacks 
under tho foarful losses which this army 
sustained at tho Wilderness and at Spot- 
slyvania, Goneral Grant's mothod of con- 
ducting tho campaign was frequently dis 
cussed among the Confederates, aud the 
universal verdict was that he was no strate- 
gistand that he relied almost entirely upon 
the brute force of numbers for success, 
Such a policy is not characteristic of a high 
order of gencralship, and seldom wins un- 
less the odds are overwhelmingly on tho side 
of the assailant. It failed in this instance, 
as shown by tho result of Cold Harbor, 
which neceasitaced an entire change in the 
plah of campaign. What a part at least of 
his own mon thought about General Grant's 
methods was shown by the fact that many 
of the prisoners taken during the campaign 
complained bitterly of the ‘useless butch- 
ery’ to which they were subjected, somo 
going so far as to prophesy the destruction 
of theirarmy, * He fights |’ was the pithy 
reply of President Lincoln to a deputation 
of influential politicans who urged his re- 
moval from the command of the army. 
These two words embody perfectly the 
Confederate idea of General Grant at that 
time. If, as the mediwyal chroniclers toll 
us, Charles Martel (tho Hammer) gained 
that title by a seven days’ continuous battle 
with the Saracens at Tours, General Grant 
certainly entitled himself to a like distine- 
tion by his thirty days’ campaign from the 
Wilderness to Cold Harbor.”

The Pernicious Effect of Novels, 


In Harper's Magazine of last month W. 


D. Howells, the novelist, says some plain .or 


things concerning novel-reading. ‘‘It may 
be safely assumed,” ho says, ** that most of 
the novel-reading which people fancy is an 
intellectual pastime, is the emptiest dissi- 
pation, hardly more related to thought or 
the wholesale exercise of the mental facu!- 
ties than opium eating ; in either case the 
brain is drugged, and left weaker and crazier 
for the debauch, If this may be called the 
negative result of the fiction habit, the 
positive injury that most novels work is 
by no means so easily to be measurad in 
the case of young men whose character they 
help so much to form or deform, and the 
women of all ages whom they keep so much 
in ignorance of the world they misrepresent. 
Grown men haye little from them, but in 
the other cases, which are the yast majority, 
they hurt because they are not true—not 
because they are malevolent, but becauso 
they are idle lies about human nature and 
the social fabric, which it behooves us to 
know and to understand, that we may deal 
justly with ourselves and with one another, 
Bad as tho fiction habit is, it is probably 
not responsible for the whole sum of eyil in 
its victims,and we believe that if the reader 
will yse care in choosing from this fungus 
growth with which the fields of literature 
teom overy day, he may nourish himself ay 
with the true mushroom, or at no risk 
from the poisonous species, 

The tests are yery plain and simple, and 
they are perfectly infallible. If a novel 
flatters the passions, and exalts them above 
the principles, it is poisonous—it may not 
kill, but it will certainly injure; and this 
teat will alone exclude au entire class of 
fiction, of which eminent oxamples will 
occur to all. Thon the whole spawn of so- 
called unmoral romances, which imagine a 
world where the sins of sense are unvisited 
by the penalties following, swift or slow, 
but inexorably sure in the real world, are 
deadly poison ; these do kill. The novels 
that merely tickle our prejudices and pall 
our judgment, or that coddle our sensibili- 
ties or pamper our gross appetite for the 
marvellous, are not so fatal, but they are 
innutritious, and clog the soul with un- 
wholesome vapors of all kinds, No doubt 
they, too, help to weaken the mental fibre 
and make the reader indifforont to plodding 
perseverance and plain industry, and to 
matter-of fact poverty and commonplace 
distress.”

Wealth Among the Jows, 

The London Spectator lately printed a 
paper on Jowish pauperis which shows 
an cnormous disproportion of poverty in 
the Jewish community of the Jewish me 
Lropolis.. Ib has now, by way of contrast, 


the richer mombers of the community, with 
the result of showing @ similar dispropor- 
tion of wealth. Indeed,t(he preponderance 
of poor atone ond is giore than balanced 
by an oxcess of wealth at the other ond of 
tho Jewish social scale. Tho Spectator says 
that the figures which it gives “tare based 
upon au extremely able ecries of papers 
published in tho leading organ of the Jew- 
ish community three years ago, They are 
the result of a series of investigations mado 
by the most careful statistician in the syna- 
gogue, a gontloman who occupies a semi- 
«fi jal position, and who had access to 
every available source of information.” 
They are, of course, ouly approximate, but 
the Jowish community in London is vory 
small (under 50,000 persons), and thero is 
no difficulty in arriving at tho ‘! least” 
amount of income possessed in most cases, 
The WSpectator's tables show that, at the 
vory least, the total income of the London 
Jowish community, divided equally among 
its members,must amount to £82 per head, 
whereas the average throughout the United 
Kingdom is but £35 perhead, *‘ So that at 
the very lowest computation the Jews have 
por head about two auda half times as 
much money as the non-Jewish residents 
of the country. They form, to put it in 
another way, a seyen-hundred-and-fiftieth 
of the population, but have between them 
about a three-hundredth of the total 
wealth.” And comparing the ratio of large 
incomes to population, the greal prepun- 
derance of rich people among the Jews be- 
comes evident. Thus, collating Prof, 
Leone Leyi's tables (‘ Wages and Earnings’ 
1885), which are based on the income-tax 
Commissioners’ return, with the figures 
quoted by the Spectator, the following re- 
sults appear, tabulated so as to show ata 
glance the proportion of incomes in the 
case of the Jews and the community gen- 
erally : 
Number per Number per 
Tncomes 50,000 50,000 
over Jews in London 


That is, among the Jews, those having 
over £10,000 annually are more than twenty 
times as many in proportion to population 
as are found in the community generally ; 
those having over £1,000 are nearly seven- 
teen times as many ; those with over £500 
are more than five times, and those with 
over £200are more than four times as 
many. 

This is very intoresting, but the Spec- 
tutor goes onto deal with the obyious 
fact that among the Jews *‘* tho ratio of 
incomes rise as the incomes rise, and the 
superiority of the Jew over the non-Jew 
is more marked inthe larger amounts 
than in the smaller. Taking incomes in 
proportion to families, wo get results more 
striking still. For the United Kingdom, 
we get one income of £10,000 in every 
25,000 families ; among Jews, one in every 
100 families. ‘The community at large has 
one income of oyer £1,000 to every 130 
families; the Jows, one to every 7 families. 
Tho United Kingdom counts one income of 
over £500 to every 75 families ; the Jews 
have one in every 12 families. The whole 
of the country reckons one income oyer 
£200 for every 14 families, while the Jows 
can claiin one in every 3 families.” The 
singular disproportinate share of the Jewish 
working classes appears from the fact that 
whereas in the general community quite 
one third of the annual income of the coun- 
try is derived from the *‘ laboring” people, 
only about one-twenty-fourth is derived 
from that class among the Jews, who yet 
on the other hand exhibit one-thirty-fifth 
of the total number of incomes over £10,- 
000 in a general community of which they 
form only oue-seyen-hundred-and-fiftioth 
part. ‘The Spectator’s table, it is to be ob- 
sorved,which is topped with a simple ‘over 
£10,000,” takes no account of the Jewish 
millionaires, the four Rothschilds and Sir 
Julian Goldsmith, or others of lesser but 
still great fortunes, like DeWormas, Bis- 
chofisheim, Goldschmidt, etc., inclusive of 
whom would bring the average far beyond 
the **safe’’ computation actually used, and 
would show an average income per head 
among the London Jews nearly threo Limes 
as great. as the common ayerage of Great 
Britain.

The Seized Fishing Vessels, 
THE TRIAL AT HALIFAX—THE CASE FOR THE

Hauirax, N. S., June 3.—Mr, Graham, 
the Crown counsel, commenced his argu- 


ment in the case of the American schooner | 


“David J, Adams,” before Chief Justice 
McDonald to-day. After recapitulating 
the facts connected with the seizure of the 
vessel and the law on the subject, the chief 
points of his argument were tho great atross 
laid upon the intention of the Imperial 
Parliamont as regards ** preparing to fish.”’ 
He contended that the great object of tho 
statute was to prevent Americans making 
the British coast the base of fishing opera- 
tions. England wanted to assert undispu- 
ted territorial control over three miles of 
coast, and not only protect British fisher- 
mon in a monopoly of the fisheries, but also 
in a monopoly of bait and fishing supplies, 
Hence, after onumoerating four sole treaty 
reasons for permitting Amorican fishermon 
to visit Canadian coasts, the statutory pro- 
hibition of *\propariag to fish” was the moat 
comprehensive phrase that could bo em- 
ployed. Tho law was not framed with the 
idoa of catching Americans in the act of 
fishing, but to prevent their using Canadian

DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 


Sixth Parliamont—First Session, 
Monpay, Juno 6. 

A pleasant doparture from the ordinary 
routine was the passage of the address to 
her Majesty, congratulating her upon the 
accomplishment of the jubiloo of her reign, 
Sir John Macdonald, in moving tho ad- 
dress, delivered a neat little speech, the 
powerfulfpOint in which was an apology for 
not saying more, Mr. Laurier, the secon- 
der of the motion, followed with a beauti- 
fully worded eulogy of the Queen and cf 
the Victorian era. ‘Though a French- 
mon, Mr. Laurier speaks an oxtraor- 
dinarily pure Englieh, and with the 
vory slightest indication of the French 
accent, The address was going through 
unanimously, whon the pugnacious yot gal- 
lant Col. Amyot rose and objected strongly 
to a sentence in the document, from which 
he drew tho inference that it was intended 
to inform Her Majesty that Canada had 
been won from the French by the Eog- 


lish. Col, Amyot takes the view that 
the French were not cooquered in Can- 
ada, and that Canada was not wrested 


from the French. The country was mere- 
ly ceded by France to England. Those 
who have read the history of the event 
may have supposed that there was some 
slight fighting over the possession of Cana- 
da, and that one of the parties to the strug- 
gle was victorious, but this is not Col, Am- 
yot’s notion of the occurrence. According 
to him France voluntarily ceded this coun- 
try to her enemy. Fortunately there was 
no dispute over the matter, the vast major- 
ity of members having better taste than to 
wrangle over it ataucha time, So the ad- 
dress was passed, and the assembled repre- 
sentatives rose and sang the National An- 
them as a further mark of their loyalty to 
tho throne and of their devotion to ite pres- 
ent occupant. 

Mr. Sproule’s resolution provided for a 
gaol delivery, as a-branch of the Jubilee 
celebration, received its quietus to-night. 
The Minister of Justice strongly opposed 
the project, and it was manifest that the 
House regarded it with disfavor. Mr. 
Sproule based his appeal for the convicts on 
two ground, first that such a method of | 
celebration is customary, and second that 
the convicts are unfortunates, On both 
points the Minister fully met Mr. Sproule, 
and as a result the proposition was drop- 


ped. <

VYOTATO OMELET, 

Take six good sized potatoes, two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, one tablespoonful of but- 
tor and a little pepper. Peel the potatoes 
and put them into boiling water. When 
thoy have been boiling for fifteen minutes 
add one teaspoonful of salt. As soon as 
cooked drain and mash woll, Add one tea- 
spoonful of salt, a little popper and butter; 
then add four-well-beaten yolks, mixing 
well. Rub through a colander. Melt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter in a frying-pan. 
Put in the potatoes, smoothing it all over. 
Fry it a light-brown color, double and serve 
like an omelet, 

POTATO AND CORN MUFFINS, 

Two cups of cold mashed potato; two 
cups of swoet milk ; two eggs, woll beaten; 
two cups of corn meal, or enough for a bat- 
ter. Soften the potato, with the milk, 
working out all the lumps; then stir in corn 
meal till the batter is just thick enough to 
drop easily from the spoon ; add the whip- 
ped eggs and beat hard. Drop into gem 
pans, oiled and hot, and bake in an oven 
from 20 to 30 minutes. 

JOHNNY CAKE, 


Rub into one quart of dry meal a piece 
of butter the size of a large egg. Then wet 
with milk or water, spread with a spoon or 
knife in sheets or on board, if baked before 
the fire. This can be well baked on a grid- 
die by taking a small portion of the dough, 
flatten and shape with your hands ito 
sma}! cakes about half an inch thick. To 
bo baked brown on both sides. 

PRESERVED ORANGES. 


Boil the oranges in clear water until you 
can pass a straw through their skins ; then 
clarify three quarters of a pound of sugar 
to a pound of fruit, and pour over the or- 
anges while hot. Lot them stand one night, 
then boil them in the syrup until they are 
clear and the syrup thick. Take them from 
the syrup and strain it clear over them. 

BAKED CHICKEN, 

Dismember the joints in the same man- 
ner as for stewing ; lay the pieces ina shal- 
low dish, and pour over the meat sweet 
cream in proportion of one-half cup to each 
chicken ; season to taste. Baste occasion- 
ally with the liquor formed by the cream 
and juice of the meat, and as fast as the 
pieces get® browned turn them, 

RICE PUDDING, 

One teacupful of cold boiled rice, one 
heaped tablespoonful of corn starch, one 
egg, one quart of milk, one-half cupful of 
sugar, u little salt and the juice of one 
lemon. Mix the cornstarch thoroughly 


| in a little cold milk and stir into the hot 


milk evenly before adding rice or ezgs. 
NICE DOUGHNUTS, 

One egg, one cup of sugar, one large cup 
of milk, a piece of butter not quite the size 
of an egg, one teaspoonful soda, two tea 
spoonfuls cream tartar, a Jittle salt and gin- 
ger. Flour sufficient to mou!dand roll out. 
Fry in hot lard. 

INDIAN PUDDING, 

Boil one quart of miik, and add one cup 
of corn meal, previously mixed with a little 
milk, and one cup of raisins ; let cool until 
lukewarm ; add one cup of molasses, a little 
salt, and bake three hours. Serve with 
cream or sauce. 


STEAMED PUDDING. 


Two eggs, one cup of sugar, one cup of 
sour milk, one teaspoonful of soda, one 
half teaspoonful of salt ; add flour to make 
a stiff batter, one cup of currants or raisins, 
Steam in a buttered pudding dish 14 hours, 

CELERY SOUP, 

Wash and cut into small pieces celery in 
sufticient quantity ; blanch it and then boil 
it with water, salt and nutmeg; pass it 
through a sieve, and thin it with meat or 
chicken broth ; cream can be added, 

NICE POUND CAKE, 

Threo cups of sugar, one cup of butter, 
one cup of sweet milk, four eggs, one tea- 
spoonful cream of tartar, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of soda, 3j cups of flour, sift cream of 
tartar and soda in the flour.

The reyonue received for the month of 
May on account of Consolidated Fund 
amounted to $2,971,151.69, as follows : 
Customs, $1,735,710.19 : Exercise, $576,- 
229.68 ; Post Office, $146,850 77; Public 
Works and Railways, $543,569.81; mis- 
cellaneous, $170,201.34, an increase of 
nearly $600,000 over May, 1886. Tho 
total revenue reported as received up to 
the Slat of May for the eleven months of 
tho fiscal year 1886 87, ended on that day 
was $31, 132,087.96, againat $29,685,366 57 
forthe corresponding olevom months of 
1885-86, an increaso of $1,446,231,59. 
This statement will not afford much com- 
fort to those opposition organs which have 
been indulging in the cry about an alleged 
falling revenue.

Exch nationality of pickpockets has a 
distinguishing peculiarity. Tho English 
pick-pocket, who makes a point of never 
working with a band of foroigners, although 
possessed of marvollousgly dexterous hands, 
18 nevertheless too stif!aud angular in his 
movements. He is very prudent, makes a 
point of never stoppoing longer than ten 
minutes in the same crowd and rarely makes 
more than one victim in the same _ place. 
Heis a great walker, and utterly tires 
ous the detectives who are set to watch 
Mm. 

The Spanish pickpocket places his ia- 
dustry under the caro of the Virgin, and if 
caught calls all the sainta to witness his in- 
nocence and makes a groat pretence of piety 
and devotion. His main fault lie sin the 
fact that ho is always in too great a hurry to 
examine the contonts of the purse which ho 
has stolen. The Gorman pickpocket is,asa 
rule, brutal and rough towards his victim. 
The method which he habitually affycts is 
to stumble up against his victim, and his 
favorite hunting *grounds are tho vestibules 
of banks and other kinds of financial estab- 
lishments, where he has had an opportunity 
of watching people putting money into their 
pockets. He frequently, tracks his quarry 
to those peculiar little constructions of the 
Paris boulevards which are known by the 
name of ** Vespasiennes,” where he avails 
himself of the momentary disadvantage at 
which his victim is placed, 

The Italian would be the king of pick- 
pockets if he had the prudence of the Eng- 
lish. Ho is too apt to continue working on 
the same spot, otherwisehe might defy the 
most clever police known. His skill is equal 
to that of the finest sleight-of-hand, his man- 
ners are elegant and his movoments so 
graceful and his courtesy 0 exqusite that he 
elevates his profession to a perfect art. 
It may be of interest to add that asa gen- 
eral rule the pickpocket does not wear a 
glove on his right hand, and ordinarily car- 
ries an overcoat on hisleftarm. In winter 
a shawl or neckwrap takes the place of the 
overcoat.—M, Mace's Book,

Animals That Practice Medicine, 
WHERE THEY FIND FOOD TO ADLEBYIATE 
THEIR SUFFERING. 

Animals get rid of their parasites by us- 
ing dirt, mud, clay, etc. Those suffering 
from fever reatrain thoi diet, keep quiet, 
seek dark, airy places, drink water and 
sometimes plunge into it. When a dog has 
lust its appetite it eats that species of grass 
known as dog’s grass, which acts as an 
emeticand purgative. Cats also eat grass, 
Sheep and cows, when ill, seek out certain 
herbs. An animal suffering from chronic 
rheumatism always keeps as much as pos- 
sible in the sun. 

The warrior ants seem to have regularly 
organized ambulances. Latraillo cut the 
antennw of an ant; and the other ants came 
and covered the wounded part with a 
transparent fluid secretedin their mouths. 
If a chimpanzee is wounded ib stops the 
bleeding by placing its hand on the wound 
or dressing it with leaves and grass. 

When an animal has a wounded leg or 
arm hanging on, it completes the amputa- 
tion by means of its teeth. A dog, on being 
bitten in the muzzle by a viper, was ob- 
served to plunge its head repeatedly for 
several days into running water, The ani- 
mal eventually recovered, 

A sporting dog was run over by a car- 
riage. During three weeks in winter it 
remained lying in a brook, where its food 
was taken to it. ‘he animal recovered. A 
terrier hurt its right eye. It remained 
under a counter, avoiding light and heat, 
although it habitually kept close to the fire, 
It adopted, by way of general treatment, 
rest and abstinence from food. She local 
treatment consists in licking the upper 
surface of the paw, which it applied to the 
wounded eye, again licking the paw when 
it became dry.

Major Bagnold and a party of the royal 
engineers haye begun uplifting up the great 
statue of Rameses 11, which has lain for 
centuries on its face in the deep ditch that 
its own weight has tended to make for it 
among the palms of Mitrahine, the modern 
site of the old Memphis. Tho yast colossus 
of the king is of the fine grained Jimestone, 
about thirty oight feet high. The monolith 
looks as if it had boen built into a propylon 
or gate wall, thon sculptured in sifu.

Somo statistical figures, which are sup- 
posed to be infallible, suggest rather dis- 
agreeable conclusions as to the moral su- 
periority of the people of Ontario.

The Mounted Pollce. 


Orrawa, June 7.—Tho annual report on 
the North-West mounted police was laid 
on the table of the house to-day. Lt states 
that to prevent horse stealing and smug- 
gling, a line of outposts has been estab- 
lished from the boundary of Manitoba to 
the Rocky mountains, and asserts that on 
the whole the Indians during 1886 were 
quiet.

The halfbreeds expressed themselves aa 
being very grateful to the Government for 
the considerate and liberal treatment giv- 
enthem, Very little farming was done in 
the halfbreed setflementa this past sum- 
mer. Freight was fairly plentiful, but 
owing to the competition of farmers living 
along the line of railway, who took it on 
account of the failure of crops, the rates 
were lower than ever known before. I 
apprehend that the same cry will be made 
for ussistance as last yoar, andin many 
cases it will have to be afforded.”

Orrawa, June 1.—The Premior of Can- 
ada, Sir John A. Macdonald, or as he is 
familiarly—ono might say lovingly —called, 
“The Old Man,” stwids in the same rela- 
tion to the Dominiva as Bismarck does to 
Germany, and as Disraeli did to England. 
To-night bogan quito » longthy conversa- 
tion on the question of commercial union 
botween the United States and Canada, 
with the announcement that he was in favor 
of reciprocity betweon tho two countries. 
“Tf amin favor,” he said, ‘tof such a reci- 
procity treaty as oxisted between the years 
1855 and 1866, I think it might be extend- 
ed still furthor, and I hope, at all events, 
we may got reciprocity in coal, wood, ores 
of various kinds, petroleum and salt. Oan- 
ada has never objected to an interchange 
of certain exports, but Canada, although it 
has several times taken the initiative, has 
not been responded to by the United States, 
Thattreaty, I think, benefited both coun- 
tries. Mr. George Brown attompted to 
negotiate another treaty with the United 
States during President Grant's term of 
office, and the terms of the treaty—which 
was of far wider extent than its predecessor 
—wore agreed upon. It was presented to

ed to an interchange of certain commodi- 
ties between the two countries, and would 
not do so now, but the United States have 
never taken the initiative,” 

‘*Commercial union between the two 
countries, in the shape it has assumed, is 
impossible ; it is out of the question,and is 
not more likely to be adopted by the 
United States than by Canada, The manu- 
facturers of the United States were not in 
favor of the treaty negotiated by Mr. 
Brown, and their influence may have killed 
it. But in its present guise it could never 
beconsummated, Ifthe products of the 
two countries could alone poss the barrier 
it might be managed, but such a commercial 
union would entail all sorta of deception. 
In spite of the understanding, that English 
goods were debarred from the privilege on- 
jJoyed by Canadian products and manufac: 
tures, commercial union would make the 
United States an immense entreport for 
English manufactures. English tweeds, 
wanting only the finish, would find their 
way to Canada, where they would be fin- 
ished and then shipped to the United 
States as of Carfadian manufacture. Then 
an immense quantity of English goods 
would be stamped as Canadian, and the 
markets of the United States would be 
flooded with these spurious articles. Only 
under one condition could there be commer- 
cial union between the two countries, an 
assimilation of tariffa. Such a condition is 
hardly among the possibilities. The Unite 
States will not lower her tariff to our stand- 
ard and we cannot and will not raise our 
standard to hers. 

“The tariff of Canada cannot be so ad- 
justed as to admit of free trade between 
her and the United States while England 
is shut out from our market. That is what 
commercial union withthe United States 
would mean, and that will never occur 
while Canada isa part of England. We 
are at Jiberty to make ourown tariff. We 
are at liberty to become a part of the Unit- 
ed States. If we were unanimously in 
favor of annexation Ido not think Eng- 
land would attempt to restrain us, but we 
would not be unanimous; there would bo 
two parties, one loyal to England and one 
in favor of annexation. The usual result 
If the country were of one 
mind there would be no interference, but 
if there were loyalists who objected to an- 
noxation England would do as she always 
has done, come to their rescue and under- 
take their quarrel. If the United States 
saw fit to discriminate, like Canada, in fa- 
vor of England, then commercial union 
might be possible ; but that will not be. I 
do not think, either, that Congress will 
adopt the measure introduced by Mr, But- 
terworth, that it will be seriously consider- 
od, or cut any considerable figure. Next 

ear the two great political parties of the 
United States will nominate their candi- 
dates forthe Presidency. I am certain 
that the platform of neither party will con- 
tain a commercial union plank. Neither 
party will appeal to the voters on that is- 
Thore may be many people in the 
United States who favor commercial union 
just as there are people in Canada who fa- 
yor annexation, but they are widely scat- 
tered, and upon such a platform could not 
reach oflico. There may bo annoxationista 
in the Houso of Commons, but they could 
never be elected to Parliament as an- 
nexationists ; they have never attempted 
it, and annexation will not come to pass in 
my time, no, not in fifty years. Many 
changes may occur in such a period. It is 
impossible to foretell the condition of the 
| United States fifty years hence, but the 
! signs of the time are auch as do not nourish 
tho desire in Canada foy annexation. Thero 
is a fooling here that a conflict is impond- 
ing there bet wae the cloments of order 
land disorder, the hayes and the havo nota, 
Tho foreign elomont of ignorangs and dis- 
order is obtaining great strongth there, 
and yearly becoming more aggrossive. 
Canada is not troubled in this way; hor 
institutions or existence is not monanced ; 
hor life is poacoful and condition pros- 
perous, 

**Under her national policy of protection 
hor manufactures have been nurtured, The 
oxample was takon from the policy of the 
United States. ‘Tho lattor’s pooplo_bolieve 
in the virtues of a protective tariff, 
noither of hor political parties will advocate 
froe trade.

ages. HKome declined after becoming inis 
tress of the world ; there was apparently 
nothing left to struggle for. Tho brightest 
period in tho history of Greece was rohan 
she was divided into small States. Whon 
Alexander of Macedon conquered all Grooce 
the country sank into lethargy. No onv 
will argue that it would lave beon for the 
bevelit of Burope if Napoloon had succeed- 
od in his schome of conquest ; the test of 
excellence would have become a French 
priest. Why should the result bo differont 
if the United States wero to adopt a policy 
of conquest or widespread amalgamation ? 
If Canada were annexed, tho next step 
would bo to conquor or acquire Mexico,and 
the country would in time become an Eug- 
lish-spoaking China, unwieldy in extent, 
and without the incentive that at present 
oxists to compete with hor neighbors, 

** Canada’s policy is not restrictive. We 
want reciprocity with the United States 
on torme that will injure neither. We aro 
anxious to extend our commercial rela- 
tions with other countries. We wxpect by 
troaty to increase our trade intercourse 
with Cuba and with Spain, and England is 
willing that Canada should admit some of 
Spain's products at a lower rate than is 
given to England. But our people, like 
those of the United States, will not be in 
favor of commercial unien when it has been 
thoroughly explained and is understood. I 
understand that the farmors of Ontario 
seem to favor it, but they see in it only a 
market fortheir products. They do not 
understand that such a market could only 
be obtained at the expense of the market 
furnished by our manufacturers, The 
question is only a couple of months old 
yet; it has not been sufticiontly discussed 
and tho farmera have heard but one side 
of it. They will view it differently when 
all the consequences of commercial union 
are oxplained to them. Some parts of the 
Domiuion will undoubtedly be more in 
favor of it than others, and doubtless a 
strong sentiment in its favor might be en: 
gendered insome of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, but there is not a possibility of its 
consummation. Toreciprocity such as I 
have stated Canada would not objsct,would 
gladly agree upon, and fuller intercourse 
inight become agreeable when the condi- 
tions of the two countries had become more 
equalized, but at present commorcial union 
is not a possibility. And I think it is bet- 
ter for all concerned that there should be 
two nations on this continent with differ- 
ent systems, and to an extent different in- 
terests, each friendly to the other, and 
with such ground for an occasional equabble 
between us as the fisheries offer.”

THE LATEST KNEGULATIONS UNDEL TUE ACT OF 


1585—tTur CLOSE SEASONS 


The Lieutenant-Governor has approved 
of the following regulations ander the On- 
tarlo Fishories Act of 1896 ; 

That leases granted for the purpose of 
conveying tho tishing mghts pertaining to 
public lands adjoining tho rivers, atroams 
and lakes of the provives, shall be for the 
depth of one chain inland from the water's 
odgo, 

Such leasos shall bo granted as far as 
practicable to responsilsle parties, able and 
willing to improve the lakes and rivers and 
guard thom well, 

That loasos of Iandx anado and granted 
under the provisioaa# of ‘*The Ontario 
Fisheries Act," shall not. be hold to convey 
the right to work any anine that may bo 
found on auch lands, or to cub any timber 
thorefrom. 

That excessive or waste ful fishing or kill-

The box at Doyle's Hotol has boon up a 
much shorter time than the othors, Boxes 
wore placed in tho Hospital last year, from 
which we have taken tho sum of $18.63, 

I regret to havo to state that the wookly 
and monthly subscriptions to the support of 
Hospital and Home have fallen off toa vory 
distroesing extent during the last twelve 
months, in consequence of which many col 
lectors have become so disheartened as to 
discontinue theic labor. ‘Lhe city,is thore- 
foro, at present by no moans canvassed for 
this worthy object. This being the caso it 
may bo that sumo who are stall both will- 
ing and able to contribute, are not called 
upon, and do not feel inclined to hand 
in their subscriptions to the Woman's 
Christian Association, though such would 
be most gratefully received. The boxes may 
prove very convenientfor such contributors, 

From thia time the boxes will be opon- 
ed monthly. The falling off of tho small 
weekly and monthly subscriptions has 
been a very groat disappointment. The 
responsibility of supporting a charitable 
Public Institution such as this should not 
be allowed to fall on a few, When tho 
city was lirat canvassed Sept. and Oct., 
1885, and for a few months afterwards the 
collectors came in with thoir reports, in 
the best of spirits, most of them gratitiod 
by their reception and the results! We 
averaged $100 per month! Woe rejoiced 
at the thought of haying discovered the 
right method of raising funds without be- 
ing a burden on any,but alas! The spring 
of 1886 told a different tale, and month by 
month this mode of support has been grad- 
ually failing until this month the sum of 
$26.75 was all we had to hand the Treasur- 
er, Collectors dispirited meeting with so 
many and varied excuses from former con- 
tributors. What was at first undertaken 
cheerfully asa labor of loveis now be- 
coming to some anirksome task, The re- 
sult of the firat year's collecting, $1012 82, 
was devoted to lessening the debt on our 
building. This year what we receive is 
applied to our running expenses. The 
charge for a ward patient is simply $1 per 
week, every housekeeper knows that is 
merely a nominal charge, Private rooms 
$4 and $6 per week. The first year of such 
an Institution must necessarily be a trying

coal by the Rathbun Company and Messrs. 
Downey & Prestov, was very heavy. We 
cannot expect it to be vtherwise, a building 
of that size cannot be heated in such a cli- 
mate as ours fora trifle. Again therefore 
would we appoal to the citizens to consider 
their responsibility inthis matter, As an 
individual I repeat what I stateda year 
ago. The fact of the Hospital and Home, 
(the only charitable institution in Belle- 
ville) being in debt at allis a blot on our 
fair City of the Bay, butto have to add 
that.we have any difficulty in meeting the 
running expenses of the Institution would 
be indeed a disgrace and I do not believe 
that will over be the case in a city with 
fifteen Christian Churches at work | What 
then shall we do? Ask our clergymen to 
appoint a Sunday and simultaneously preach 
to the citizons of Bellevil’e from the text 
**Be yo not weary in well doinz’ and 
*€ Bear ye one anothor’s burdens?” 

I might here mention one of the reasons 
given to a collector lately for discontinuing 
subscriptions, viz.: ‘‘Preforring to give 
at the door.” Pauperism and begging will 
neyer cease 80 long as people prefer to give 
at the door indiscriminately! There are 
many in this city who literally make a pro- 
fession of begging and find it pays, but 
they are not the worchy objects of relief. 
It can easily bo understood how a kind 
heart is worked upon at the door by a piti- 
ful story, and not having time to inveati- 
gate, gives at once rather than turn away a 
real sufferer, but if individuals so placed 
would remember that there are ward visi- 
tors for the whole city, and by just refer- 
ring to one of our reports, they can at once 
name the lady visitor of the particular ward 
in which the applicant for relief resides; the 
diliculty of not being able personally to in- 
vesligaty is dope away with. It 
does not follow that private charity 
may not be required. No public Associa- 
tion can altogether take the placo of that, 
but I maintain this, that by seoking the in- 
formation that can be given by the Ward 
ladies, private charity may be wisely direct- 
ed, and would be much valued by many 
Ward visitors, who often suffer themselves 
from not boing able to relieve to the extent 
they would wish to, where in consequence 
of sickness or other trouble it may be sorely 
needed. Indiscriminate giving at the door 
is a real eyil, and worse than mere waste 
of money, for it is encouraging in many in- 
stances idleness and crime, Our Ward vis- 
itors aro, I believe, a faithful band. Year 
after year they continue their arduous and 
often unthankful task of visiting and re- 
lieving the many cases of necessity arising, 
especially during the winter months, The 
calls upon their time and attention are ma 
ny, their work is quiet and unobtrusive, is 
not brought before the public—but their's 
is really the hard work of the Association. 
Our esteemed President bears a heavy bur- 
den of responsibility, and is subjected to in- 
numerable calls upon her time and strength 
by committees and individuals, and our 
Ward visitors have che heavy work! All 
honor to them for their porseverance, in 
spite of difliculties and fault finding. It 
would be woll indeed if often, instead of 
finding fault and criticising their work, 
individuals who may haye opportuni 
tios of ascertaining truth would come 
forward and state facta to our Ward 
visitors, which might aid them, and for 
which thoy would be grateful. ‘To refer 
again to the raising of funds for our work. 
All we asked weekly from subscribers was, 


listen, oh citizens! five cents. Is it pos 
sible that any ordinarily comfortable 
household in Belleville cannot afford 


to save five conta a woek out of housckeep- 
ing oxponses for a charitable institution ? 
Some subscribers assert they only oxpocted 
to subscribe for one year. Surely they did 
not oxpect the Hospital to keop itsclf aftor 
that one year! Wo had hoped that the 
habit of giving, once formed, would havo 
become second nature, and that the neces 
sity of subscribing to tho wante of the 
Hospital would be regarded as a mattor of 
course,

TABERNACLE SERMONS 


HUSHING THE TEMPEST. 


BRooktyn, June 6.—The Rev. T. D Witt 
Talmage, D. D., preached in the ‘Tabernacle 
this morning a sermon entitled ‘‘ The Tempest,” 
Service began with the +xposition oflappropriate 
pastages of Scripture, after which the great con- 
kregation sang the hymn: 

“Heaven is my fatherland, 
Heaven is my home.” 

The textjwas Mark iv, 36-39, describing Christ 
stilling the tempest. # said 

Tiberias, Galilee, Gennesaret—three names 
for the same lake, Noothor gem ever had 80 
beautiful a setting. It lay in the scene of great 
luxuries : the surrounding hills high, terraced, 
tloped, groves, so many hanging gardeos of 
beauty, the waters rumbling down between rocks | 
of gray and red limestone, flashing from the 
hills and bounding into the ses, On the sbore 
were castles, armed towns, Koman bathe, e\ery- 
thing attractive aud benutiful; all styles of 
vegetation in shorter space than in almost ony 
other epace inall the World, from the palm tree 
of the forest to the trees of rigorous climate, 

It seemed asif the Lord ha1 launched one wave 
of beauty on all the scene, and it hung and 
swung from rock’and hill and oleander, Komau 
gentlemen inp pleasure boats eailing the lake,and 
countrymen in fish emacks coming down to drop 
their net, pass each other with nod and shout 
and lavghter, or pelt os idly at their moorings, 
Ob, what a wonderful, what a beautiful lake! 

lt seems as if we shall have a quiet night. 
Not a leaf winked in the air; not a ripplé disturb- | 
ed the face cf Gennesaret; but there seems to ba | 
a little excitement up the beach, and we has‘en 
to see wha itis, and we find it an embarkation.

| Oh! this isa strong religious gale. We are 
afiaid the Church of God is going to be upset, 
and there are going to be a great many people 
brought into the Churclithat are going to be of 
no use to it ;” and they are Aitrighton whonev 
or they soe 4 revival taking hold of the churabes, 
Aa Rhough = ship captain with ),000 bushels 
of whrat for a cargo would say, some day,coming 
upon deck: ‘Throw overboard all cargo ;” and 
' the sailors would say: “Why captain what do 
you mean? Throw over all the cargo?” “Oh,”

tho Imperial Parliament is practically in- 
capable of managing its own affairs. There 
is, in truth, no other meaning to the reso- 
lution to which 135 of the Canadian 
representatives have, within the last 
few days, given emphatic approval. Tho 
British House of Commons is now discuss- 
ing a measure—whether it be good or bad 
matters not one iota for the purpose of the 
argument—which is unquestionably within 
the jurisdiction of the Imperial Parliament, 
and of no other body whateyer, ‘The meas- 
ure had not eyen reached the crucial stage 
in committeo, and yet while still in this 
embryo state a Colonial Legislature, as- 
suming to itsslf superior power, is s0 
yood as to assure the Imperial House of 
Commons that the bill should never haye 
been introduced, and that it must, in fact, 
desist from the discussion of it. Could a 
greater insult to the dignity of the Im- 
perial Parliament, and to the common 
sense of the British people, be imagin- 
ed? Public opinion in Canada may be 
strong upon the Irish question; it may 
ardontly believe that Home Rule for Ire- 
land would be a blessing, and that the 
Crimes Bill isa misjudged measuro; it may 
eyen rightly express its opinions with all 
earnestness in public meetings from one 
end of the Dominion to the other, but it 
is beyond all bounds of convenience and 
politeness that a responsible Colonial Leg- 
islature should summarily discuss and dis- 
pose in this way of 4 measure at the very 
moment that it is under the detailed con- 
sideration of the Imperial body alone 
concerned with it. 

‘““The impression which such an ill- 
judged resolution must convey to most 
Englishmen, accustomed as they are to 
conform with the accepted methods of con- 
stitutional government, cannot but prove 
harmful to the welfare of Canada, The 
past exertions of some of her leading cili- 
zens has placed the Dominion pre eminent- 
ly high inthe estimation of the mother 
country. Hor credit is superior to that’of 
any, other nation in the whole world, 
ex@pting only that of 
Kingdom and the United States, and she 
stands almost in the firat rank. What, 
then, are we tothink when we find her 
destinies, fiuancial as well as political, 
resting in the hands of mon capable of such 
unconstitutional and reckless action? It is 
well for the good name of the Dominion 
that her Promier did not hesitate to de- 
nounce such unwarranted meddlesomenoss,

THE CRIMES BILL. 


The British Parliament, after having had 
their liberal regard for the rights of the 
minority most shamefully abused by the 
Opposition, have, in order to prevent a 
deadlock in the logislation of Parliament, 
been obliged to pass through the Commons

should be defeated. It was now the fourth 
month of the session and practically nothing 
had been done, The whole course of legis 
lation had beenstopped. The Government 

desired that due consideration be given to 
the rights of the minority and respect shown 
for the traditions of liberty and freedom 
attached to the institutions of the country. 
But it was undoubtedly the duty of the 
Government, under circumstances without 
>sparsllel in the history of Parliament, to 
call upon the House to take measures to 
prevent the.minority from setting at de- 
fiance-the controlling power of the major” 
ity; “It was fmpossible for a Government 
representing a majority to yield Lo the ob- 
struction of the minority. The debate over 
the. Crimes Bill had become a trayosty, 
bringing ridicule, disgrace and contempt 
upon Parliament.

We determined to take the tour known 
as the Royal Oxford, following the route 
taken by the Queen as sho roturns to Lon- 
don from Wo found Chester 
the oldest city in appearance of any we 
havo visited. It is the only city in Eng- 
land which is entirely walled, the wall in 
such excellent preservation although dating 
from the Romans, that its top affords an 
excellent and safe promenade. Here are 
to be seen the enormous arched gates, in 
which are the grooves down which the 
portcullis was let fall,the towers from which 
the besieged repelled the enemy and the 
traces of the old moat. A ramble through 
the city is mosbinteresting, streots 80 nar- 
row that neighbors could lean from their 
chamber windows in the second story and 
shake hands, Old houses with the upper 
story supported by beams projecting over 
the lower, blackened by age and exposure, 
the oak having acquired the consistency of 
iron. On a beam over a door is an inecrip- 
tion ‘‘God's providence is my inheritance.” 
It was at this house that the great plague, 
which devastated the city several cen- 
turies ago, was stayed. Many of the house 
fronts are beautifully carved in oak, all 
sorts of dovices, showing to what perfec- 
tion the art of carving in wood was carried. 
We visited the houses which had been the 
houses of kings and princes, the grand 
staircases, panelled rooms, frescoed ceil- 
ings, wide fire places, with carved oak 
mantlepiecos, attesting the grandeur of 
their former owners, now devoted to the 
ordinary purpose of small shops, the small 
diamond shaped panes, the curious peaked 
roofs, carved with their antiquated tiles, 
the blackened oak beams, all pointing to 
ages long since passed away. We visited 
a Roman ‘sweat bath’’ discovered in exca- 
vating fora cellar, The bath was situated 
in a small chamber and was hewn out of the 
rock, Olose by was a small chainber which 
contained ten small columns and this was 
the furnace in which the fire was placed to 
give the room requisite heat. The bath 
seems to have been fed by a spring which 
has also been discovered. We went into 
the cellar ofa shop and were shown a 
Norman Crypt, which evidently formed an 
old chapel. The arches were perfect and 
the stone steps were there worn by the 
tread of yanished races, Nothing impresses 
one more than to see these solid stones 
worn away sometimes a footdeep. Altars, 
tesselated pavements, coins, funeral vases 
are frequently exhumed. On a projecting 
rock is the figure of Minerva with a shield 
and spear accompaniod by her owl stand- 
ing by an altar, Butall other antiquities 
pale before the old cathedral, which dates 
from 689, rebuilt about 1027. This grand 
old building is filled with statues, monu- 
ments and inscriptions of diflierent dates 
and epochs, and is considered one of the 
most valuable relics of former ages in 
England. Ido not wish to weary your 
readers with minute descriptions, to do 
avything like justice to the subject would 
be impossible. Steaming down the river 
Dee past beautiful houses, lovely gardens, 
green hedges and quaint little thatched 
honey suckled cottages, we land at the 
lordly demesne of Eton Hall, one of the 
seats of the Duke of Westminster. We 
found ourselves in a spacious deer park ; 
hundreds of these graceful animals could 
be seen under tne old caks. The gardens 
and conservatories were magnificent, the 
rhododendrons and orchids very beautiful. 
What a strange flower is the orchid. Some 
call it the connecting link between animals 
and plants. We saw them in the shapes of

DOMINION PARLIAMENT,

A long discussion took place on the Do- 
minion Lands Act, 

In sub-clause two of clause 39, the price 
of permanent improvements per acre to en- 
title settlers to obtain their patents, was 
reduced from two and a half to one a and 
half dollars, 

Mr. White said, witha view of partly 
meeting the wishes of the members from 
the North-West, he would alter the clause 
referring to second homestead entries, so 
as to permit settlers who had obtained their 
first patent before June 2 this year to make 
a second homestead entry. He also propos-

DANGER OF DELAY, 


obituary sketches signed by tho initials of 
friends not thought to be too afflicted: to 
speak a good word fora dead man, From 
tho press of the neighboring city no thin 
memorial volume sacred to his virtues and 
stono-blind to his defects shall over issuo. 
Jack needs a biographer. Such the writer 
of this sketch would fain aspire to be. 

Jack was born at sea, His father was 
bringing his mother home from a yisit at a 
half-sister'’s in Nova Scotia, for Jack’s 
mother was one of those homesick,clannish 
people who pine without their relations as 
much as some of us pine with them; and 
even a half sister was worth more to her in 
hor fanciful and fooble condition than a 
whole one is apt to be to bolder souls.

Tho evidence in the divorce caso in which 
Dr, W, A. Lavoll seeks roliof from bis mar- 
riage to Ada Mary Caton,now Mra, Fralick, 
has beon printed awh circulated, as is tho 
customw,for the private information of mom- 
bors, The case is a most oxtraordinary 
one. Lt appears that the parties were mar- 
ried undor assumed names at Hamilton and 
parted immediately, and that lator on Miss 
Oaton became acquainted with Mr, Fralick 
and married him, De, Layell is advised 
that hia marriage with Miss Caton is valid. 
Ho theroforo wishes a divorce in order that 
ho may bo freo to contract.a marriago with- 
out incurring the risk pfcommitting bigamy. 
The first witness called was Rey. K. 6 
Sutherland, rector of 8t, Mark’s, Hamilton. 
He said Dr, Layell and Misa Caton came to 
be married by him on Septemder 29, 1882, 
and thus doscribes them. He was Arthur 
Vane, aged 22, a physician of Rochester, a 
Methodist ; she was Maria Herbert, aged 
20, an Anglican and aresidont of Detroit.

and of Formosa, however, nature herself 
has formed a fortified home for bloodthirs 
ty criminals. Formosa is an island about 
90 miles off the coast of China, from which 
country it is separated by the Channel of 
Fokien. It was unknown to the Chinose 
until the year 1403, and in 1626 the Dutch 
established a settlement there, but after 
twenty-eight years of poaceful rosidenco 
they were expelled by tho famous rebel 
Coxinga, whose successors ruled tho island 
until 1683, whon the Chinese took full pos 
session. Thon the population was from 
2,000,000 to 3,000,000, Now it has dwin- 
died down to little more than 190,000. Al- 
though only 250 miles long and 80 miles in 
breadth, nothing isknown by civilized boings 
of the interior portidn, for it is enclosed by 
an enormous volganio range, and it is within 
this space that all the aborigines now herd 
together. The natiyes haye a slender 
form, olive complexion, long hair and black- 
en thoir teeth, They have no written Jan- 
fyusgo, and their religion is confined to a 
superstitious belief in demons and sorcererr, 
No wonder, then, the* they are easily gov- 
erned by some of the more adyanced drc- 
scondants of the rebel Coxinga, many of 
whom have taken up their abode with them, 
and a wild and desperate life they lead, 
Thoy take advantage of the asylum offered 
by this belt of country to make organized 
expeditions therefrom for purposes of pill- 
age, and even go so far as to arrange de- 
fensive operations against the dyellora on 
the seacoast as a pretext for the levying of 
tribute. More than 1,000 cases of murder 
aro committed by,these people every year, 
and the Chinese authorities are cofoplétely 
set at defiance. The mountainous nature 
of the country and large numbers to be 
dealt with preclude all success of the Chi- 
nese soldiers against them. The brigands 
know every loophole and can get outside, 
whereas the others are unable to got in. 
The policy of the present governor of For- 
mosa seems to be to draw all the natives 
outside and away from their associates. 
This plan has partly succeeded, but there 
are still at least 100,000 natives leagued 
with the brigands, and nature's lofty vol- 
canic wall still remain a fortress impassable 
to storm, but easily defended by those red- 
handed desperadoes.—San Francisco Call,

The Minister of Education is not only a 
blunderer, but untortunately for himself 
and his colleagues he is too self-conceited 
to acknowledge his errors. In the late 
campaign for the Legislature, he refused to 
admit that one of his departmental regula- 
tions forbade the use of tho Bible in the 
Public Schools, although it expressly pro- 
vided to that effect ; but during the session 
the alteration necessary to permit the use 
of the Holy Scriptures instead of the gerry- 
mandered extracts were made in the regu- 
lations. 

Similarly, Mr. Ross derided all objections 
to the mutilated ‘* scripture readings,” but 
now he proposes to issue a “revised edition’ 
of that worse that usoless compilation. The 
Globe, with fine irony, remarks : 

Doubtless the new edition will contain 
the references, the omission of which was 
so much criticised. If those to whom it is 
referred for revision feel it to be their duty 
to insert some of the passages that wert 
omited in the prévious edition, we hope 0 
objection will be taken. It is still felt by 
the g ptofession that selected lessons 
for Public and High Schools are very con- 
venient, and we are glad the Minister is 
making an effort to render the second edi- 
tion, if possible, more useful and helpful 
than the first.

THE BRIDGE. 


A telegram received from Senator Flint 
announces that the Bay of Quinte Bridge 
Company Bill passed its third reading in 
the Sonate yesterday without amendment, 
and now only awaits the Royal assent to 
become law. The County Council, jointly 
with the City and the Township of Amel- 
iasburg, ought to take immediate steps to 
secure, if possible, at least a controlling in- 
terest in the stock of the Company, or else 
they may regret hereafter not doing so. It 
seems certain that the revenuefrom tolls will 
more than pay theinterest on thedebentures 
issued for the purpose, while it is sure to 
yield such further returns as would enable 
a sinking fund to be provided to pay off the 
original cost of the bridge in a compara- 
tively few years; so that we might here- 
after havea ftee bridge, or if not altogether 
free, with-buf a nominal toll to pay the ex- 
penses of attendance and repairs. Should 
the stock pass, as it is now likely to do, into 
the hands of private capitalists, the public 
may rely on it that they will not readily 
part with it at par.

INDIAN Heav, N. W. 'T., June 9,—Tho 
twenty miles of serpentine trail leading to 
tho Aasiniboia reserve from Indian Lead 
takes one through a magnificont stretch of 
country made up of rich rolling prairie 
variogated with miniature Jakes, wooded 
bluffs, and dotted herd and there with noat 
rural pionoer homos, After passing tho 
chief instructor's headquarters we entered a 
thickly wooded country, four miles distant, 
passing on our way some fifty noatly built 
houses, daubed with mud, gabled roofs 
crowned with wattled chimneys, but from 
thom curled no friendly smoke. The oe- 
cupante had gone, All was silence save 
the songs of wild birds, until the scene of 
the great dance suddenly burst upon our 
view. Tho place selected was picturesque 
in the extreme, a secluded grassy plain 
half a mile wide and one and a half miles 
long, enyironed with low tree clad 
hills, Owing to the action of the Govern- 
ment agent in refusing to issue extra ra- 
tions tothe largo number of visiting In- 
dians at the Assiniboia reserve during the 
sun dance their performance was necessar- 
ily cut short this year, simply starved out. 
Hence the regular dance stopped at 17 
o'clock. Still the scene was very interest- 
ing as they were performing the ceremony 
of dismantling the great medicine camp 
ono hundred and fifty feet in circumference 
and thirty feet high, rising like a pyramid 
from the grassy plain, surrounded at a dis- 
tance of twenty five with over eighty 
large lodges. Chief'Pia-pot with his one 
hundred warriors, occupied an elevated 
position to the north-east; Chiefs Pasqua 
and Little Mountain and several minor 
personages to the south ; while the Agsini- 

oia Chief Jack, with all his tribe, small 
and great, completed the circle of tepees to 
the west, the entire encampment occupy- 
ing an area a quarter of a mile wide by one 
half long representing every phasa of wild 
Indian life on the plains, and presented at 
that evening hour a strange aspect, the 
grotesque Indian costumes, painted faces, 
fancy colored tepees, representing buffalo 
and strange looking western animals. 
Steamers and flags of every size and color 
made of calico and flannel, were flying to 
the breezes from tops of tepees and flag 
poles in every direction. Add to this tho

as they socemed to ask what means these 
strange things. As thesun cast its long 
shadows Chief Piapot’ ascending to an emi- 
nence overlooking the encampment addreas- 


wearing a white felt cowboy hat crowned 
with long red tipped feathers. His voice 


seemed strong and sonorous and as its | 


echoes died away among the sur- 
rounding hills, the camp seemed arous- 
ed with enthusiasm and other warriors 
of different tribes took up the strain. 
Pia Pot and Chief Jack are at vari- 
ance oyer the method of making braves 
and the former this year only suc- 
ceeded in having one made by torture. 
The whole aflair seemed to pass off like a 
grand pic nic, and, excepting the question 
of mere grub, there was not a murmur of 
discontent. The Assiniboia tribe are per- 
fectly loyal and contented. They have a 
magnificent reseryo, plenty of everything, 
a good herd of cattle and horses, 200 acres 
F mixed crop growing, and are making

The band was pro- 
vided with plenty of rations and fresh beef 
for the homeward journey, All the visiting 
Indians at the Assiniboine reserve have 
dispersed and returned to their reserves, 
aftor a most enjoyable pow-wow, bidding 
each other adieu in a most friondly manner. 
There is every indication that the Indians 
are well treated and generally satisfied and 
have no reason but to live in perfect peace 
with the white population,

lo those who may not be familiar with 
collie Joga it may be stated that they will 
not drive sheep or cattle unless firat trained 
to do ao, though the 4upposition on the 
part of some is that such doga perform the 
work by natural instinct, They are more 
owily taught to drive stock than any other 
broed of dogs, but they will not doso unless 
taught, 

It is much better to wateh for the white 
butterfly, tho parent of the cabbage worm 
and kill it than to have the annoyance of 
tho worms. Itis not so dificult to ke op 
tho cabbage free of worma by killing the 
butterflies as may bo supposed, though it 
requires constant watchfulness for a while. 

Lice will breed on allclasses of animals 
and fowls at this season unless the quar. 
lors are kept clean. Dry dirt is ono of the 
best preventives of lice, especially if used 
on tho floor, but the ‘’téck “Should be 
oxamined occasionally.’ If in eobd condi- 
tion, however, lice do nobenttack animals 
readily. 

Keop up tho uso of Paris green on the 
potato vines, Every year the number of 
bugs is being Jossoned, and with tho aid of 
Paris green and the parasites that prey on 
the beetles tho time may come when they 
will be extorminated. ‘Lhe rule should be 
not to allow one to escape, 

When grapevines fail to bear, and do no 
thrive well under good cultivation, cut the 
old vine oft close to the ground and allow a 
now cane to grow, ‘T'rain it on the trellis, 
do not allow too many shoots, and the re- 
sult will be a great improvement over the 
old cane. 


Never feed all the cows by a certain 
measure, giving each cow the same amount 
as is given another, as cows differ in their 
wante and preferences. The cow that is 
in full flow of milk should be given all she 
may Wish to eat, as she will thereby be 
better/enabled to give a large quantity of 
milk, 

Young ducks should be marketed when 
they weigh about three pounds each, and 
may be sold either alive or dressed, tho best 
prices being obtained for the dressed car- 
casses. ‘The best time for selling young 
ducks is in Junoand July ; they should be 
plump and fat. 


Do not let the strawberries mat too 
thickly in the rows. Itis better to have 
the space between the rows cultivated, and 
manure worked in, so as to benefit the crop 
for next scason, Cut away the runners if 
they become too numerous. 

Heavy feeding isa good quality in an 
animal, and not a fault, as the more food 
consumed the greater the product, if the 
proper kind of animal be used for the par- 
poses required, 


To fatten poultry quickly confine the 

birds for ten days and feed them on a mix- 

| ture of cornmeal and potatoes four times a 

| day, with all the wheat and corn they can 
eat at night, 

If the meat in the barrel show any signs 
of taint take it out of the barrel, wash in 
clean water and put in new brine, first 
cleaning the barrel thoroughly. 

Do not kill the mole until satisfied 
‘ whether it is an enemy ora friend. Some- 
times the mole destroys a large number of 
cutworms and slugs.

>» AVhile every man in Canada must regret 
deeply that failing health should compel 
“the retirement of the leador of the Opponi- 
“tidn’ from political life, no one can blind 
himself to the fact that a moro lamentable

Every one remembers tho lines of 
the witty Goldsmith on the great Burke :

Who, born for the universe, narrowed his mind, 
And to Party gaye up what was meant for man

“The parallel is far from complete. Mr. 
Blake is certainly a man of far smaller 
calibre than Mr. Burke, and his oratory is 
ofa very muchinferior type. On the other 
hand, Mr. Blake is almost infinitely more 
of a party man than Burke was. Still,there 
are resemblances. Mr, Blake strained his 
throat to get votes at the late election. To 
many persons he seems to have strained 
* more than his throat—even his conscience. 
Others deny this ; but then they say he had 
educated his conscience beforehand. 

“*Mr. Blake resigns from ill health. Is 
it mere bodily sickness that interrupts his 
leadership / or is this the result rather of a 

. ‘mind diseased?’ To a proud, ambitious 
man, who has gone through the bodily and

Sixth Partlament—First Session.

Considerable progress was made in the 
Commons to-day with public business, Tho 
supplementary estimates came down early 
in the afternoon, and these were followed 
proposed by |t 
Sir Charles Tupper. There are both in 
creases and decreases in the changes, but 
tho most striking proposal is the export 
duty ot $1 por 1,000 ft. board measure on 
elin logs. In the eyening the House went 
into supply and passed a large number of 
estimatos, 

Tho supplementary estimates for tho 
year ending June, 1887, and those for the 
year onding Juno, 1888, were laid on tho 
table this afternoun, Tho supplementarions 
for the present fiscal year of 1586 87 aggre- 
gato $3,213,639 ; those for 1887-88 reach 
In the estimates for the com- 
ing year there aro some itoms of intorest. 
Among the grants for public worka are a 
sum of $100,000 for Mounted Police build- 
ings in the North-West; $75,000 for the 
Government Printing Bureau, and $30,000 | 
for a new drill hall at Toronto. The con- 
dition upon which the vote for the drill 
hall is to bo expended is that the City of 
Toronto shall provide the site for the 
building. Among the harbor grants is ono 
of $71,000 to the Nova Scotia Government.

After fur- 
ther discussion the bill was amended by 
striking out the allegation of bigamy 
against the respondent and by stating that 
the marriage had never been consummated, 
was not valid and was therefore void. The 
bill was read a third time and passed.

A Nation of Pat.Nators, 


Physiologists tell us that the way to pro 
vide for the welfare of tho brain is to seo 
that the rest of the body 1s in good order, 
that, in other words, tho old proverb of “a 
sound mind in a sound body,” is sound 
doctrine, And they are getting to toll us 
furthor, that one way in which brain work 
is hindered is by bad dictary habita, as, for 
instance, overloading the digestive organs 
by taking too much food.

THE JUBILEK MEMORIAL. 


It is proposed by some of the Aldermen 
to go on with the schome af a Park asa 
memorial of Her Majesty's jubilec. A 
public park is cettainly a desirable object, 
but it is not so pressing a necessity that it 
cannot very well be done without for a few 
years, in view of the fact there is at least 
one object of more immediate importance. 
We refer to the freeing of the Hospital and 
Home from debt, which would be a far less 
cdstly and, in our opinion, more beneficial 
undertaking. 
The greater portion of Taylor's hill is vir- 
tually a park, its fine maple-shaded ave- 
nues forming a splendid promenade and 
drive, which could be utilized, by the erec- 
tion of a few drinking fountains and of a 
few seats in suitable places, so as to serve 
all necessary purposes for a few years at all 
events. Then there is the terraced park in 
front of the Court house—a most beautiful, 
pleasant and salubrious place, which can be 
secured for public purposes by the mere 
payment of acaretaker. This park could 
be very greatly improved by repairing the 
steps and opening s drive into Patterson 
street, Which the County would probably 
do if arrangements were mace for the city’s 
éaring forthe park. The old hospital lot, 
which Monsignor Farrelly, with character- 
3stic kindness, allows the public to use, and 
the Court house park, would affurd ample 
play grounds for children, thus obviating 
the necessity of entering at present upon 
the necessarily expensive project of a park, 
as to the site for which opinions differ very 
greatly, and in the selection, if not in the 
virtual creation of whichsite,time is on our

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Sixth Parliament—First Session, 


Wepnespay, June 15. 


To day Mr. Costigan introduced a bill to 
amend the General Inspection Act. The 
bill relates to the grading and inspection 
of flour and is introduced tn obedience to 
the wishes of the different Canadian Boards 
of Trade. 

Forty-four questions by members on the 
order paper were cleaned off. Among 
the more inportant were the answers : 
That there are eighteen colohization com- 
panies in actual existence in the North- 
west and seven that haye ceased oper- 
ations. That the commanders of the 
fisheries protection vessels were given 
certain confidental instructions which 
will remain secret for the present. That 
Col. Bergin is still Surgeon-General of 
of the militia, but has no duties at present 
and receives no pay. ‘That the section of 
railway between Kamloops and Port 
Moody has been conveyed to the Canadian 
Pacitic Railway Company, in accordance 
with the conditions of the syndicate con- 
tract. That Col. Gray, of the Toronto 
Field Battery, has been appointed to the 
command of “OC” Battery of artillery. That 
several conversations have taken place 
regarding the purchase of the Intercolonial 
Railway between the Govesnment aud per- 
sons who expressed a wish to buy; a par- 
tial offer had been made, but no result 
had been reached, and the incomplete offer 
was still before the Government. 

Mr. Patterson (Essex) asked a question 
of some importance. He enquired : ‘Ia the 
Government aware that attempts are being 
made onthe part of the United States 
authorities to enforce theiract to prohibit 
the importation and emigration of foreign- 
ers and aliens under contract or agreement 
to perform laborin the United States, as 
against Oanadian citizens resident in our 
border towns but engaged throughout the 
day in the adjacent citier of the United 
States, andifso, what course does the 
Government propose to take for the pro- 
tection of our citizens or for the prevention 
of the competition of residents of the Unit- 
ed States with our workmenin Canada.” 

The matter is underthe consideration of 
the Government and some definite line of 
action will be decided upon at an early day. 

Tho balance of the afternoon was taken 
up with the Bill of the Minister of the In- 
terior to amend the Dominion Land Act. . 

The Noel, Monteith and Riddell divorce 
bills were passed without discugsion. The 
Susan Ash divorce billraised an hour's de- 
bate, there being a question whether a 
divorce in Massachusetts should be recog- 
nized in Canada. " There was a general im- 
prossion, however, that aside altogether 
from the foreign divorce, Susan Ash was

A dozen 
Government bills were advanced a stage 
and tho Houso roe at 1 o'clock,

Our P, M's, Holiday Trip, 


HE VISITS OXVYORD AND OTHE PLACES AND 
SEES THE DkKiy, 
My Dean Eorror—We found Oxford 


vory dillvrent from what wo had beon led 
to expect, Richard Grant White called it 
tho loveliest city in England. Oxford would 
bo nothing wero it not for its colleges, 
‘Twonty of these, conbtetics old, are to be 
found in her principal’ streets, It is a 
pleasure to stroll through the cloisters, 
quadrangles and halls to see the havoc that 
time and wintry storms haye made with the 
columus and facades of the venerable piles, 
auc to see the names of the greatest Ena- 
lishmen inscribed upon their walls as hay- 
ing been fellows of the several colleges. 
Tho excitement of the week was in the 
competition among the respective colleges 
in order to choose the crew to race the 
crack Cambridge crew next March. The 
competition laste a week,sometimes longer, 
cach college bas its eight oared shell and 
club house on the Thantes, and its respect- 
ive flag and colors, and there is if possible 
a harder and keener struggle among the 
crews as to which college shall have the 
honor of representing their university,than 
thero is at the annual race betweon the 
riyal univorsities. Let your readers imagine 
a stream of about one hundred yards wide, 
on each side of the stream level meadows, 
and moored along the banks, gay barges, 
club boats, and steamers decked with bunt- 
ing, and by means of ornaments and gild- 
ings made to look as bright and attractive 
as possible, Along the banks about two 
thousand students, dressed in white flan- 
ne}, with colored caps of all designs, and 
with the badges of their clubs displayed 
conspicuously, each armed with some im- 
plement to be used in making a noise, 
either a pistol,’gun, horn,kazog or watch- 
man’s Zrattle. Twenty long snake-like 
shells, each with eight men and a young 
coxswain starting from their club-boats, 
and quietly paddling to the scrateb, the coxa- 
wains drilling them as they go with orders 
as follows, cease rowing, two, three and four 
paddle, cease, up oprs, are you all ready, 
paddle,and with the command like mechan- 
ism the oars take the waterand the boat darts 
away; asthe boats proceed, the men of 
their College accompany them, addressiag 
all kinds of cheering words, And now the 
start is made, and although you cannot see 
the boats on account of the windings of the 
river, yet you hear the wild shouts, and far 
in the distance you see the white coated 
mass running, shouting, gesticulating, blow- 
ing horns, firing guns, rattling, urging their 
men to action, encouraging this one, shout+ 
ing to another to pull harder ; and then you 
seo the boats come dashing through the wa- 
ter, the men bending to the work with every 
atom of strength possessed, The object is 
for each boat to bump one or more of their 
opponents ; the bumped boat is then out of 
the race, and the successful bumpers fight 
the matter out with each other, The suc- 
cessful, and non-successful, seemed to be 
equally cheered. The city was crowded 
with the frionds and relatives of the com- 
petitors. We had the pleasure of being 
guests of the old hostel named the ‘‘Mytre” 
dating from A.D, 1400. ‘This old house of 
entertainment has an unwritten history of 
its own, rich in the coaching lore of centu- 
ries, that would fill a volume. Generation 
after generation of students have made the 
Mytre their convivial headquarters, and we 
found that the present generation had in 
no wise departed from the customs of its 
ancestors, as far in the night we could hear 
the refrain of the song of the period, ‘‘Nel- 
ly’s blue eyes,” sung apparently by several 
hundred students, who were celebrating 
the success of their crew. Itis recorded in 
the annals of the Mytre that the Prince of 
Wales was a frequent guest, and it is also 
stated that the Prince and late Marquis of 
Hastings rode well to hounds. Italso adds 
that in those days the Mytre got very live- 
ly» Here is a specimen menu worthy of Lu- 
cullus, which the Mytre was accustomed to 
serve: Asparagus soup, Salmon, Fried eels, 
Filleted soles, Spatchcock, Fowl! with mush- 
rooms, Neck of Venison, Marrew-bones on 
toast, Ice pudding, Fondu of cheese. 

Cranmer, Latimer and Ridley were burn- 
ed near Christ's Church in Oxford. Thank 
God we live in an age when thought is not 
bound down, and manacled with chains and 
fetters. All creeds and sects have been in 
the days of ignorance and darkness, perse- 
cutors, but light has dawned, and supersti- 
tion and bigotry have ina great measure 
fled away. A rainy day prevented us doing 
Windsor on our way to London, and ina 
few hours after leaying Oxford we found 
ourselyes comfortably ensconced in the 
Firat Avenue Hotel, London. 

I attended, while in Oxford, a rendering 
of an old Greek play, in which Hercules is 
make to descend into hell and pluck from 
Pluto tho wife of his friend. The perform- 
ance was by the students,entirely in Greek 
and before an immense audience. It was 
placed upon tho stage in an admirable man- 
ner. The scenery was grand and the actors 
as much at home in the euphonious Greek 
as if they wore speaking English. One of 
the principal performers was a lady, who 
spoke the Grecian language exquisitely. 
What shall I say of London? Probably the 
best and wisest course would be to say 
nothing, and yet wo have seen so many 
lovely and wonderful things that I would 
| like to say something. The English peo- 
| ple are very kind to strangers. Thoy muat 
| get terribly bored by people asking in- 
numerable questions, but, if they are, they 
have too much politeness to show it. In- 
yariably your questions are answered plea- 
santly, and if your are going wrong they 
put you right with such gracefulness and 
genuine heartiness as quite wins you. If 
we had such a sulky, fitful, moody and 
capricious climate as the English tee 
I believe wo Canadians would be a 
fretful and disappointed people, but they,put 
up with all the unpleasantness without 
exhibiting temper, I have notheard an oath 
) in England until we met with a hard lot on 
a holiday, I had not seen a drunken man, 
‘and yet the way that all classes and ages 
consume beer, porter and gin is enough to 
give the heart-ache to a tee toteller, We 
took a trip to Stratford.on-Avon, tho place 
| soomed modern compared with Chester, but 
it was with atranye feelings wo walked along 
t , tho little quiet street in which is situated 
tho house in which Shakespeare was born. 
«| Tho house is a little quaint place; the fami- 
| ly room is paved with stone and bas a large 
r deep fire-place. At one cornor of this was 
- Shakespoare's favorite seat. The fire place 
ia about as deop asan ordinary bay-window, 
This room opened into a little parlor, from 
Which « narrow staircase conducted you to

“iven hero. In the adjoining house ia the 
muscum, which contains many wmiost in- 
teresting things. A ring to be worn on the 
thumb has the initials W. 8, engraved on 
tho stone and was worn by Shakospeare, 
Many autographs and lettors wero there, 
and the earliest editions of his worka, 
somo so raro that only a few copies 


remain, {t is said that this 
room contains every work upon 
Shakspeare or his plays ever printed. One 
portrait of Shakespeare, considered tho 


earliest, and best extant, was donated to 
the museum, and is unpurchaseable, it is 
kept in a large iron safe expressly built for 
it,locked up with many doors and bolts each 
night, it differs much from the ordinary 
potraits engraved, the museum contains 
portraits of all the celebrated actors of 
Shakspeare's plays, and all editions of the 
magnilicont engravings of the subjects of 

his creations, Shakspeare lies buried in the 
old church-yard, his tomb contains the 
well-known inscription invoking a curse 
upon those whoshould disturb his bones, 
the house is shown by two old maids, ter- 
ribly old, time seems to haye accompanied 
then on their march to the graye, and then 
forgotten them, and they are keeping with 

thetr surroundings, we walked to the Red 
Horse in, immortalized by Washington 
Irving. Wo satin tho little first floor 
parlor in which ho sat, at the same table, 

stirred the lire in the same fire place, and 
gazed at hisarm chair, now kept under 
glass, looked at the walls covered with his 
portraits, and autographs and copics of his 
allurements to the old Inn, and best ofall, 

gazed at the very same old clock, which 
delighted him as it stood in its tall quaintly 

shaped mahagony case, listened to its 
ticking and thought it still seemed to liye, 
and tell the hours, whilst the heart of him 
who loved it, pulsates no more. May is a 
beautiful month in which to visit England, 
the country is literally carpeted with prim- 
roses, violets and other wild floweis, Peep- 
ing Tom of Coventry merely peeped at 
Lady Godiva, and like him, we got a peep 
at Coventry and Birmingham, Birming 

ham seemed a wilderness of tall chimneys, 
they raised their high heads to heaven by 
thousands, many of them _ emitting 
fireand smoke. We didnot cultisate a 
more intimate acquaintance. The funeral 
pall that seemed to envelope the city, 
drove us away. We preferred the beauti- 
ful landscape to visiting what an Eoglish- 
man in our hearing called the ash pit of 
England. At the Avenue Hotel we were 
delighted to meet our old friend Fred Ben- 
jamin, in excellent health, Sunday found 
us attending a choral sarvice in St. Paul's. 
For three hours wesat underthe great 
deme, listening to the pure sweet voices of 
the white robed choristers, gazing at the 
fluted columns, vaulted roof, and fretted 
choir, andthe multitude of statues and 
monuments to departed greatness. There 
were the old tattered flags which had brav- 
ed the battle and the breeze, and had won 
the hard fought fields for our motherland, 
and under them were the tablets recording 
the engagementsin which they had been 
carried, and the names of the noble oflicers 
who had poured out their blood like water 
and sacrificed their lives in fighting for the 
grand old land, the nurse of liberty, and 
the home of the free, Ona second visit 
we saw the beautiful monument to Gordon 
recently placed, and Mrs. Flint was glad to 
be able to place a flower upon his monu- 
ment, and those of Howard the philanthro- 
pist and Nelson. In the crypt we stood by 
the tombs of Wellington and Nelson. Here 
is the celebrated funeral car formed of the 
cannons captured in several battles, 
including Waterloo,

From the palace portals along Conati- 
tution Hill, Piccadilly, Regent street, Wator- 
loo place, Pall MallEast, Cockspur street, 
Northumberland ayenue, Thames Embank- 
mont, Bridge.street to the Abbey. The line 
of route was kept by nearly 10,000 troops, 
represonting all branches of the service, 
and 600 boys from the nayal training ships 
were also drawn up at the base of the Nel- 
son monument. In addition to the military, 
many thousands of police, both mounted 
and on foot, were on duty. The first of the 
royal procession was composed of the I[n- 
dian Prince and a few minor German 
princes.

Punctually at 11,150. m. the Queen in 
4n open carriage emerged from the palace 
gates. At sight of her thousands of voices 
were lifted up in cheers, the applause be- 
ing accompanied by the music of the naval 
and military bands stationed in front of the 
palace. The Queen did not wear hor state 
robes but was dressed in black. Her car 
riage was drawn by eight ponies. The 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, 
her sons, the Crown Prince Imperial of 
Germany, the Marquis of Lorne, Prince 
Christian, of Schleswig Holstein, and 
Prince Henry, of Battenberg, her sons-in- 
law, and Princes Albert Victor and George, 
of Wales, Prince Alfred, of Edinburgh,and 
Prince William of Prussia, her grandsons, 
all rode in full uniform beside the Queen's 
coach asa body guard. When the peo- 
ple at the palace gates had shouted them- 
selves hoarse cheering for the Queen, 
they continued to cry out, ‘Long life 
to the Prince and Princess of Wales.” 
The Queen, as she left the palace, seemed 
to be in excellent spirits, and she smiled 
and bowed graciously to the people on 
every side.

Further supplementary estimates were 
presented to-day, amounting to $87,635, 

In committee on the bill incorporating 
the tariff changes, it was proposed and 
agreed that the duty of $1 por thousand on 
elm logs be struck out and the law left as 
before the session. 

Several bills were passed, amongst others 
the British Canadian Loan Co., the Com- 
panies Act, and the Tariff bill. 

The bill regarding threats and intimida- 
tions and other offences, which does not 
meet the views of the Jabor organizations, 
was discussed at some length and the Minis- 
ter of Justice promised to make some 
améndments which would in part meet 
thoir views. This bi] created no new crime, 
but merely was intended to make the law 
it amended clear to magistrates, and work- 
able. The debate was not finished, and 
the House adjourned at six o'clock, till to- 
morrow,

The 
most beautiful monument in Great Britain, 
and | believe in the world, leaving out the 
T j Maha! ia India, is undoubtedly the Al- 
bert memorial in Kensington Park. I shall 
not attempt a description. Upon the base 
are about two hundred statues of eminent 
men, chiselled by different rculptors, and 
each statue life size and a likeness. Thore 
are four wonderful groups of tho purest 
Carrara marble, representing Europe, Asia, 
Africa and America, cach group containing 
several giant figures, and animals peculiar 
to the country represented ; above these, 
four emblomatic groups representing Arte, 
Agriculture, Manufactures and Commerce. 

The efligy of Princo Albert is at Icast 
three tines life size, of purest brass, while 
the shaft is of the most beautiful iron 
tracery, gilded and embellished. We were 
presont at the trooping of the colors by the 
Guards, Coldstreams and others on the 
Queen's birthday, The Princess of Wales 
and her three daugliters droye quietly by 
aud greeted us with one of her most en- 

chanting stniles, Shois a vory beautiful 
and good woman. Whatever may bo said 
of His Reyal Highness, all speak well of 
the Princess, 1 noticed no cheers for the 
Prince as, in his military costume, he rodo 
off the grounds, but the cheers for Alex- 
andra were loud and long. The Prince 
was accompanied by the Grown Prince of 
Denmark, Duke of Cambridge and several 
Indian Princes, I attended an entertain- 
ment in that world renowned home of mys- 
tery and magic, Maskelyne and Cook’s, and 
was rewarded by seeing some mysteries that 
would put Miss Eva Fay to the blush,were 
such a thing possible, From a cord the 
conjurer suspended a pasteboard box about 
6 inches deep three feet high, which he ex- 
hibited to the audience. There was no con: 
necting cord or wire, the box simply huug 
in theair. Ata word it burst open anda 
cocoon ur globe of silk was seen, out of 
which slowly emerged a blooming young 
Jady dressed in modern style. This lady 
advanced vo the front of the stage and greot- 
ed the audience. The conjurer took an 
ordinary copy of the Daily Teleqraph,placed 
it outspread on the floorand upon it placed 
au ordinary chair, on which the young lady 
placed herself, The conjurer took a silk 
sheet and placed it around the lady and 
drew it away, the operation lasting 

about five seconds, and the lady 
had vanished. A simple pine stand 

was placed on the stage with gas 
turned on suddenly, no one could tell from 
where, a sheeted figure stood on the stand, 
the sheet dropped and the saine young lady 
smiling saluted us. Into a cabinet they 
could send men and take them out and put 

them in at pleasure with perfect ease and 

without any one being able to discover how 
they got in or out, all that I have spoken 

of was done in full gas light, apparently on 

the baro stage without machinery. Well, 

one desire of my life long cherished has 
been gratified. 1 have seen the Derby and 
five other running races on the English 

turf, the day was pleasant and in the early 
morn I walked over Epsom Downs, a large 
level plateau of moor land covered with 

furze, was dotted with groups wending 
their way to the course. On all sides were 
tents and gipsy carts, the owners busily 
engaged in building fires, frying rashors of 
bacon, and the women and children looking 
after the unfortunate donkeys. Surely an 

otherwise kind providence has forgotten to 
care for the donkey, such woe begone, mie- 

erable little creatures I never before saw, 

loaded with enormous weights, harnessed 

to carts containing a man and woman and 

their entire household gods, the poor little 

things toiled along the rugged moor. Every 

few yards there were rows of stioks, each 

stick bearing a cocoa nut, and you were 
solicited at every step to take a ball and 

bow! at these nuts, if our old friends 
Angus or Charlie or cautious Jamie had 

been here, a ship could have been loaded 

with their spoils, as with their skill dis- 

played on the green on the hill they could 

have captured a nut each bowl. As we 

approached immense structures, known as 

grand atands, could be seen, and at the en- 

trance the famous paddock, where the 

knowing ones inspect the cracks before 

laying their money on them.

especially attractive to the swoltering tra- 
vollor. These breaks in the landscape views, 
though frequent, wore not extensive,and the 
comfortable homes of the prosperous yeo- 
manry, surrounded by thrifty orchards and 
fields of waving grass and grain, peep 
through the forest vista at regular inter- 
vals, Tho soil is of a sandy formation, and 
some of the farms, with their substantial 
buildings and well-cultivated fields, will 
compare favorably with the best in Ontario. 
In fact this County of Bruco, where the 
Scotch element predominates, ranks among 
the most progressive of the western muni 
cipalities. Tho stock, especially, is of a 
superior grade, and more attention seems 
to be given to this branch of industry than 
further east. In the vicinity of Hanover, 
on the bordors of Bruce and Grey counties, 
there are settlements of Germans, whose 
jaw-breaking cognomens are tho dread of 
English-speaking neighbors. They are re- 
markably thrifty, and the general appear- 
ance of their farms is highly commendable. 
I observe.a good deal of fall wheat in this 
section, and the prospects are generally 
favorable. Some fields are more or less 
winter killed, but the yield will bo well up 
towards an average. Meadows and spring 
grain do not show so rank a growth as fur- 
ther east. This is owing to a want of rain, 
as there has been but one refreshing show- 
er since early in May. As 1 write, a brisk 
north cast wind is bringing some rain, 
which is welcomed by the people. 

This is dated from the, picturesque and 
prosperous village of Tara, situated in the 
midst of a good agricultural country, and 
on both sides of the Sable River, which 
takes a tortuous course through Bruce Co, 
to Lake Huron. Some reference to the 
village and its enterprising residents must 
be deferred till my next. 


J am sojourning in Tara yet. It is a 
pleasant village of nearly 1000 inhabitants, 


situated on the Wiarton branch of the G, 
T. R., and surrounded by a fine agricultur- 
al country. There is considerable manu- 
facturing carried on, the Sable River fur- 
nishing sufticient water power for such 
purposes, Just now the corporation au- 
thorities are devoting considerable time 
and mens to the general improyement of 
the streets, walks, and other public inter- 
ests. There is commendable taste shown 
in the ornamentation of yards and build- 
ings,s0 that the village has a decidedly 
smart appearance, 

In 1859 Mr. J. R. Vandusen, a well- 
known resident of Prince Edward County, 
concluded to take Horace Greeley’s advice 
and ‘‘go west.” He located here,the prim- 
éval forest then covering the site of the 
present village, A year later his son 
Whitford, who had been teaching public 
school in Prince Edward, followed, and re 
aumed the profession in this locality. The 
lattersoon after entered the mercantile 
business, in which he prospered. Havin 
faith in the future of Tara he faveated 
every dollar he cculdspare from his busi- 
ness in real estate which, after improve- 
ments had been made, he sold at a sub- 
stantial prone By this means, and also 
assisted by the general presperity of the 
place, he accumulated property rapidly. 
To-day he is worth $75,000, and besides 
owning much real estate and oxtensive 
lumbering operations on the Georgian Bay, 
carries on a succeesful banking business, 
His father, who recently celobrated his 
golden wedding, and who is, with his aged 
partner, enjoying robust health, liyes in 
the midst his childron, having a compe 
tence forthe remainder of his life. Two 
sons are engaged in mercantile business, 
and are also prospering. There are several 
others here who formerly resided in the 
Bay of Quinte section.» The Messrs, Soby 
and Gerolamy are prosperous merchants, 
and have considerable interest in ‘Tara's 
future history. 

The G. T, R. Co, have lately obtained 
Parliamentary authority to construct a 
branch line of railway connecting the Wiar- 
ton road with Owen Sound. It is probable 
the connection will be at this place, and 
hence there is a boom in real estate quota 
tions. The building of this line will open 
up a fine stretch of country, and be a groat 
convenience to residenta of the whole sec- 
tion. One. feature of the railway traftic 
here is the large’ quantities of lumber, tim- 
ber, posts, poles, &c., that aro continually 
moving toward the south, It indicates the 
rapid disappearance of our forest wealth, 
and consequent changes in climatic influ- 
ences, J have a firm belief in the valuo of 
forests in maiateining a more equal distri- 
bution of heat and moisturo, the two great 
instruments of vegetation. ho rapid de- 
nudation of the land exposes us to prolong 
ed droughts, as wellasa greater sevority of 


wind and cold in the winter season. Tho 
space is again occupied, so more anon.

The Subject Discussed in the House of 
Commons. 


REMARKS OF Mit. GOSCHEN AND MK. KALIKES 
ON THE CANADIAN PROPOSALS—THE 
GENERAL DEBATE ON THE QUES- 

TION ADJOURNED, 


Lonpvon, June 23.—In the Commons to- 
night, on the question of the adoption of 
the Peninsular & Oriental Company's India- 
China mail contract, 

Mr. Anderson, member for Elgin and 
Nairn, moved that the Canadian Pacific 
proposals be first considered. The Can- 
adian rate, he said, was three-and-eixpence, 
with fourteen knots epeed, as against the 
Suez Canal rate of six-and-nevenpence, with 
cleyen cr twelve knots speed. On military, 
commercial and general grounds he urged 
the adoption of the Canadian proposals, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said 
the Canadian route proposed was only eup- 
plemental, not competitive, to the Suez 
Canal. Tho Governinent were fully con- 
sidering the Canadian proposals, which were 
quite distinct from the Peninsular & Orien- 
tal contract, which would continue, One 
Canadian proposal was for £100,000 sub- 
sidy for five ships, the, Canadian Govern- 
ment paying £20,000, and another for a 
monthly service of three ships for £60,- 
000, the Canadian Government paying 
£15,000. The Government had to con- 
sider whether the postal, military and 
commercial advantages of the Canadian 
route wero worth the Jarge sum asked in 
the extromely comprehensive 
proposals,

How often have grandeur and even royal 
ty, passed beneath its ominous portals, to 
exchange tho dreams ofhonor and glory, 
and the festive brillianey of courts, for the 
realities of the prison lodging, the torture 
room, and fatal block and oxo, Thore is 
the dread Council room, whore Richard of 
Gloster based his shriveled arm, and ac- 
cusing Lord Hastings of plotting ayainst 
him, declared he would have his head be- 
fore he denied, and the poor Lord was at 
once dragged outand beheaded, and then 
the room where the young Frafcia was 
smothered, and buried beneath the atair 
case, Lady Jane Grey and Anne Boleyn 
suffered death on the same spot, a tablet 
attesting the fact. The damage caused by 
the dynamite has been fully repaired. The 
tower contains thousands of most interest- 
ing objects, which I trust your readers may 
personally inspec}. Having passed through 
the tunnel under the Thames, to visit 
Rotherhithe, and get a glimpse of the 
shipping, we took a good look at the mon- 
ument put up by Wren to commemorate the 
great fire which destroyed 456 streets and 
14,000, houses causing $32,000,000 damages, 
It is 202 feet high, and itis said, if you 
choose to climb about 360 steps you can 
get a grand view of London. We belieyed 
the statement, but preferred to take our 
view of London from the base.- Whit 
Monday wasto be a grand day at the 
crystal palace, Sydenham, so an early 
hour found us walking among the beauti- 
ful flowers, admiring the fountains, and 
listening to the grand organ. Immense 
crowds arrived, and the day passed in 
watching balloon ascensions,the play of the 
grand fountains, the concerts of three or 
four large bands, assault of arms of soldiers 
of the Coldstreams, and the never to be for- 
gotten fireworks. The set piece was the 
“Storming of Sebastopol.”” Oneoftheattrac- 
tions wasthe panorama of the battle of 
Tel-el-Kebir, and if our friend Carmichael 
would only come herand recite the battle 
of Tel-el-Kebir at ‘the panorama, in 
hisinimitable manner, his everlasting fortune 
would be made as some of our good American 
friends would say. Ihave had the good 
fortune to hear Henry Irving in Faust and 
Louis X{. lread in some London papers 
that Irving in mounting Faust had carried 
out his own conceptions of what the scenery 
ought to be, and in expending a very large 
amount, had succeeded in placing it upon 
the stage in a more sumptuous, gorgeous 
and attractive manner than any othe play 
ever produced on the London stage. I 
therefore expected great things, but the 
half had not been told. The scenes of 
Walpurgis night, the witches’ dance, the 
sconesin hell, were so terrible, so vivid 
(and I was going to say, so realistic, but as 
1 have never been in the latter place I can- 
not vouch for that) as to make one’s hair 
atand on end, while others were so beauti- 
fol and exquisite as to inspire the most 
intense admiration. Somuchis the play 
admired, that you have to attend very early 
and almost fight for admission, Irying’s 
performance in Louis Xl. is wonderful. 
It would be a daring thing to pick a flaw in 
London's idol, yet there was at times a 
playing to the crowd that astonished mo, 
and which I did not like. { mentioned this 
fact to a person who had been an intimate 
friend of Irving in his earlier years, and he 
informed me that Irving had commenced 
playing as a low comedian in the play of 
Jeremy Diddler. This accounts entirely for 
the point noticed. He evidently has found 
it impossible to entirely shake off a manner- 
ism acquired in playing comedy, It would 
be wrong to pass over the fact that in the 
Crystal Palace, in sculpture, paintings and 
the aquariums, the collection is most in- 
teresting, and days could be profitably 
spent in examining it. As the last day 
for viewing the State apartments in 
Windsor Castle, the Queen's residence, had 
arrived, we visited the grand old fortress. 
Of course the noble park with its lofty oaks 
and pleasant historical associations was 
seen, and St. George's chapel visited. The 
most modern monument in this beautiful 
chapel is to the Prince Imperial, the young 
French Prince who lost his life in Africa, 
The young prince is represented lying at 
full length in his soldier's uniform,his hel- 
met acd sabrestock at his feet. Henry I. 
erected the chapel and in it are buried 
Charles lL. and Henry VIII ; in same vault 
Henry V1., George III. The monument to 
Prince Charlotte is of pure white marble and 
representa the dead princess entirely cover- 
ed with drapery, while an angel is holding 
her little child, who died with her, and the 
spirit form of the.princess rising to heav- 
en. The seats of the Kuights of the Gar- 
ter are in the chapel ; the banner, helmet, 
crest and sword of each knight over his 
stall, Whena knight dies all are removed 
but his crest, which is aflixed above his 
seat, The marbled and stained windows 
are beautiful. When the Albert memorial 
chapel was opened to our gazo wa simply 
stood spell bound. We had thought the 
Welsh memorial chapel, formerly alluded 
to, was the moat beautiful in the world, 
but it cannot approach the Albert chapel. 
The roof is enameled masonic work, the 
gold so prepared that it is not affected by 
dampness, by a Venetian process. The 
windows are the perfection of beauty and 
coloring. The walls are in marble panels ; 
the figures and canopy surmounted by a 
cross, are inlaid with Lapis Laguli, Por- 
phyry. Alabastor and Malachite, the bas- 
rejiefs in Sicilian marble; centre the resur- 
rection—an angel embracing the cross, up 
plifting of the sacramental cross, the 
altar table one marble slab. At the front 
three wreaths carved in boxwood,a phavnix, 
a lamb, a polican feeding its young with its 
own blood ; the seate of marble and brass, 
The floor is a maryel of beauty, consisting 
of thousands of pieces of marble from 
every land and of every color; the conotaph 
is in the nave; corpers are supported 
by ongela at the foot of tho statue 
of the (Jueen wooplny At the head 
a tigure of acionce, weeping, Upon the cov 
ering of the conotaph exquisitely carved, 
inthe purest white marble, a life size tig 
uro of Prince Albert, in chain armor, 
woariog mantlo,cham and order of the Gar- 
ter, with his favorito dog Kos lying at his 
foot. Part of the inscription is ‘I have 
fought the good fight, I havo finished my 
course.”” There are ten state apartments 
opened to public view, These apartments 
the most part lined with the moat 
oxquisite Gobelin or pts wo have aoen, 
illustrating sacred subjects, Those rooms

abound with interesting things, one a 
malachite presented by Nicholas, 
the Emperor of Ruasia,to the Queen, costing 
$75,000, immensely long galleries of paint. 
ings, by the old maatera, one room contain- 
ing only Zuccarolli’s productions, There 
was one rolic that pleased us immensely, 
a large portion of the mast of Nelson's Vic 
tory, completely perforated by a cannon 
ballat Trafalgar. William LV. kopt this 
in his dining room, but when ho ascondod 
the throne had tt removed to Windsor 
Nolson’s bust by Chantry, is placed on the 
top. Lomitted to say that we saw in tho 
Tower the coat that Genoral Wolfe dicd 
upon. In addition to the mast of the Vic 
tory, wo noticed a bar shot which killed 
eight persons on the Victory, an anchor 
and two cannons fished from the sea,which 
were on one of the vessels of the Spanish 
armada, and two Jittle banners, by the pre- 
sentation of whichon the anniversaries of 
the battles of Blonheim and Waterloo, the 
Dukes of Wellington and Marlborough hold 
the estates given their ancestors by Parlia- 
ment and a grateful country. Alsoa beam 
from Alloway'’s haunted Kirk, made fa- 
mous by Tam O'Shanter’s celebrated ride. 
Venerablo Eaton Collego was noxtvisited. It 
was founded centuries ago, but beyond the 
intorest attaching to it from its age, and 
the forming of the young minds of the first 
men of England for centuries, it is not 
worthy of remark, there is nothing lofty, 
grand, or remarkable in its architecture, it 
has about nine hundred pupils. Windsor 
was originally a Roman keep, and has al- 
ways been the residences of monarchs, it is 
in remarkable preservation. Passing by 
the old Smithfield market, quite as busy a 
cattle market now, as it was centuries ago, 
pausing to notice a tablet in the wall bearing 
the following inscription, ‘“‘within a few 
feet of this spot John Rodgers, John Brad- 
ford, John Philpot and other servants of 
God suffered death by fire for the faith of 
Christ in the years 1555 6 7 (the text ** the 
noble army of martyrs praise thee” is above 
tho insctiption), we bent our steps to City 
Road Chapel, John Wesley's old church, 
the church is quite ay plain as the founder 
of Wesleyanism desired the dress of his 
followers to be, against the wall is ‘a well 
executed bust of Dr. Punshon, the old pul- 
pit, pulled down from its former great 
height some four feet, is precisely the same 
as in Wesley’s day, and to one of our party 
was accorded the honor of setting in the 
pulpit, and standing at the sacred desk. 
The chapel was built in 1798, cost £6000 
raised by subscriptions, Charles Wesley, Dr. 
Adam Clark, scores of eminent men preach- 
ed here, 18 conferences were held in the 
church, The late venerable Dean Stanley, 
when standing in the pulpit and reading 
aloud verses out of the Bible, is stated ta 
have said that he would give £100 to preach 
out of that pulpit. In the graveyard at 
rear of the church sleep Wesley, Adam 
Clark, Benson Watson, Bunting and scores 
of others, the leaders and strong men of 
Methodism, nearly six thousand persons 
have been buried here, Io Banhill tields, 
just opposite the church, are buried Mr, 
Wesley's mother and the great John Bun- 
yan, author of Pilgrim's Drogas: styled 
the immortal dreamer. We entered the 
most celebrated cricket ground in the 
world, Lord's, in St. John’s wood, but 
no game was op, 80 we were deprived 
of the pleasure of seeing some veter 
an cricketers handle the bat, St. 
Bartholomew the Great claims to be the 
oldest church in London. We are unable 
to dispute the assertion. It is certainly the 
most venerable looking edifice we have seen 
in London—commenced A. D, 1123. It is 
much dilapidated, but it and the old bury- 
ing ground aro curious sights ; the church 
contains the font in which Hogarth was 
baptised ; and Sir John Soone’s collection, 
the original pictures of Hogarth’s ** Rake’s 
Progress," We spent a day at Hampton 
Court Palace, and were well rewarded. 
This was Wolsley's palace, built®by him at 
immense cost. He had the eflrontery to 
put in one of the magnificent windows a 
splendid likeness of himself, full life sizo, 
at the top of the window, and a small bust 
of Henry VILI. below. The rooms are hung 
with exquisite tapestry, representing sacred 
scenes, and of great dimensions, There 
are only twenty-eight rooms filled with the 
choicest paintings by old masters, some of 
them very large, and of priceless value. 
Ono of the paintings, the ‘Field of the 
Cloth of Gold,” waa about to be sold by the 
Government, and the Karl of Pembroke- 
who was opposed to this boing done, con- 
sidering the picture historic, and of great 
value to the nation—cut Henry's head out 
of the picture, which destroyed the sale ; 
when the sale was off, he restored the head, 
and we saw where it was put in again in an 
admirable manner. The grounds, fountains 
and water are most beauliful— the old grape 
vines, 120 years old, bearing annually thou- 
sands of bunches, seemed very vigorous, 
Bushey’s Park, consisting of 11,000 acres, 
filled with avenues of chesnuts in full bloom 
and stocked with hundreds of deer, is, in 
our view, the finest park we have visited, 
and we enjoyed our walk through it.

The British Commons, 


NO DIPLOMATIORELATIONS EXISTING BETWEEN 
ENGLAND AND THE VATICAN, 

Lonbon, June 27.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Sir James Ferguson, Under 
Foreign Secretary, replying to Mr. Camp- 
bell Bannerman, said the order in which the 
Queen received the ambassadors and envoys 
on the occasion of her Jubilee was devoid 
of special significance, The Papal envoy 
was received somewhat earlier than somo 
of the others, The audiences appeared in 
the Court Circular in the order in which 
they were held. The mission of the Papal 
envoy was confined to offering congratula- 
tions to the Queen, 

W. Hi. Smith, replying to Johnston, M. 
P, for South Belfast, said that no proposal 
to establish diplomatic relations between 
Evgland and the Vatican had ever been 
contemplated nor had any such proposal 
been made to or by the Government, 

Mr. Smith announeod that the Govern- 
ment intended to proceed with the Crimes 
Bill untif it passed the report stage, 

Robertson (Liberal) moved that a new 
clause be added to the bill, providing that 
the ach could bo repealed by an order-in- 
council, This, he said would prevent the 
House of Lords keeping the act on the 
statute book in defiance, possibly, of the 
wishes of the House of Commons, 

Mr. Balfour opposed the new clause, 
urging that the control of the Houre of 
Commons was carefully preserved in tho 
billand that any ministry could prevent 
its operation. ‘he proposed clause was 
rejocted’ 

Mr. Morley moved that the duration of 
the act be limited to threo years. It was 
tho first time, ho aaid,that any Government 


had the shameful courage to propose per- 
petual coercion, Attorney-General Wob 
ster opposed the motion, which was lost by 
180 to 119,

Dean Eprrox,—Mr, Henry £, Abbey

Bill has 
three times as many Indians as when in 
Belleville, and has introduced some novel- 
ties, such as lady riders, setting the coach 
and cabin on fire, but in other respects the 
performance was similar to the one given 
in Belleville. The American Exhibition 
is creditable. By means of an introduction 
trom F’, Richardson, Esq., one of the oldest 
librarians in the British museum, we wore 
enabled to see many treasures which we 
would not otherwise have beheld. We 
held the first ‘psalter’ in Latin dating 1457 
bound in yelvet and worth £4,950, Also 
examined the ‘breeches bible’ being the 
edition which declares that Adam and Eve 
after the illegal indulgence in fruit, mada 
for themselves ‘‘broeches’ instead of fi 
leaves, the ‘treacle version’ where inatead 
of the word ‘honey’ being used, it says that 
troacle was given to the. people. Also the 
‘buggus version’ where instead of the ordi- 
nary version, which declared that terrors 
by night shall haunt &c., it declares that 
*buggus’ shall spoil them by night. Anne 
Boleyn’'s prayer book which she held until 
she kneeled to place her neck on the block. 
The ‘great Bible” on vellum known as 
Cranmer's, we saw the firat two editions, 
in the firat edition on the title page, is the 
crest of Karl of Essex. On the title page 
of the second edition, (the Earl of Essex 
having been in the meantime executed) 
they cut out his crest, or where it 
ought to appear, is» a circular blank 
space. First edition of Romeo and 
Juliet 1597. . Firat published collection of 
Shakespeare's plays 1623, The great treat to 
me was ** Audubon’s famous book of Amer- 
ican birds,” painted by Hexesily, full size. 
I do not whow how many copies are extant 
of this wonderful production. Each copy 
must be worth an imimenso sum. The 
faithfulness of his paintings and tho brilli- 
ant coloring have never been equalled. 
There are four volumes of great sizo. The 
‘original seal of Magna Charta was exhibit- 
ed. The great Charter has faded so terribly 
that it can svarcely be deciphered. The 
earliest editions of the booksof all coun- 
tries are here, but Lcannot give my readers 
to understand how beautiful are the lumi- 
nations of hundreds of volumes, executed 
by morks centuries ago, with every em- 
bellishment that gold, silver and bright 
colors could impart ; immense yolumes of 
the Pentetetich and Bible written on parch- 
ment, each wordand line inscribed with 
the utmost precision and care, the bind- 


ings in richest velvet and gold, fre- 
quently studded with most costly 
gems. Apparently they wore desirous 


of making the books they so much loved, 
resplendant with gems and gold. The 
Museum contains probably the largest col- 
lection of manuscripts and autographs in 
the world. When reading these letters it 
seems to me as if they had just been writ- 
ton. Ido not feel conscious of the cime 
that has elapsed, There was a copy in 
small, exquisitely neat hand, by Grey of 
his famous Elegy, presented to a friend. 
Here was the MSS. of Sir Walters Wood- 
atock emendation in his hand, and others 
by his friend Ballantyne, here also first 
proof of Kenilworth with changes and cor- 
rections by the author, letters from Vol- 
taire, Frederick the Great,Johnson,Steele, 
Addison, and hundreds cf emenent men. 
There Burns’ letter, ‘“‘{n my fifteenth 
‘‘autumn, my partner in the harvest field, 
‘‘was a bewitching creature, who just 
** counted an autumn less, my scarcity of 
‘* English denies me power of doing her 
‘* justice in that language, but you know 
**the Scotch idiom, ‘‘she Was a bonnie, 
‘“sweet sonsioc lass. Inshort she altoge- 
‘** ther unwitting initiated me in a certain 
‘*delicious passion, which in spite of arid 
‘disappointment, gin horse prudence, and 
** bookworm philosopy, I hold to be the 
‘* firat of human joys, and dearest pleasure 
here below.” A short poem also by Burns 
pleased mo much. 

Heres’ a health to them that’s awa’ 

May liberty meet with success, 

May prudence protect her frotn evil, 

May tyrants and tyranny tine in the mist, 

And wonder the way to ths devil, 

Poor Burn's punch bow! and many mom- 
ories of himare inthe museum.

preserved here and hundreds of yolumen of 
the most important papers of the United 
Statos By the way, | observe the Detroit 
Free Press prints and circulates hore an ed- 
ition, I have been told thoir circulation is 
largo. ‘The library is enormous, and each 
yoar brings it additions, We were shown 
one room where tho value of the books. is 
one million dollars, and the entire collec. 
tion was bequeathed by ono man. Lord 
Randy has mado such a pothor about cut- 
ting down the army and navy expenses that 
heads of other departmonts have taken al- 
arm and aro cutting down also, So that a 
good many literary treasures are finding 
their way to the States for lack of funds to 


purchase them for the museum. I can aay 
nothing about the treasures possessed, 
the accumulations of many years. 


There is no other Museu in tho world 
comparable to it. We drove to Kew Gar- 
dens and spont many pleasant hours in in- 
haling the delicious aroma of the flowers 
and gazing at the giant palms and tropical 
plants, ‘Che show of orchids is very fino 
and the gardens a veritable Garden of Eden. 
One of the most charming things to admire 
is tho very largo collection or gallery of 
paintings of the flora of all cuontrios, paint- 
ed from nature by Miss North and donated 
to Kew Gardens. We have just roturned 
from the second of Mr. Abbey's concerts 
and have again heard Patti, Trebilli and a 
number of the finest vocalists in London, 
The receptions ‘* the Diva,” received from 
her vast audiences are sufficient to turn the 
head of any ordinary person. The Albert 
Hall seats 8,000 people and it was well fill- 
ed to-day, and when Patti gave Home 
Sweet Home as an encore the enthusiasm 
of the audience was uncontrollable, | 
wonder why English audiences are called 
cold. They seem to me the reverse. If 
they like anybody they show it unmistak- 
ably. We found the great new law courts 
worthy of all the terrible things said about 
them, The judges take eyery occasion to 
speak of them as being totally unfitted for 
the purposes for which they were intended.

The interest in the affairs of the above 
defunct company is now chiefly contered in 
the creditors, who are making calculations 
upon the nuinber of conts on the dollar that 
will be paid out of the estate. The peculiar 
manner of the company in conducting their 
business from the first was such that the 
pitfall into which so many wholesale dealers 
have fallen was so patent to the outside 
world that little sympathy is felt for the 
sufferers, They must have fallen into the 
pit with their eyes open, as it was no secret 
on thestreet here that the firm were from 
the first sacrificing their goods at much 
below cost. It is now estimated that for 
the goods sold by the firm not Jees than 25 
per cent. below cost was obtained on an 
average, and it is even said that acar load 
of canned goods were soldat the station 
here for much less than cost without even 
at their warehouse, The 
Bars. Balkwill and Bayeur— 
7 aiigull task in arranging 
and classifying’ the" goods; which are of a 
waried charactor and thrown to- 
gether without regard to class or 
quality. They have about completed the 
arduous task assigned them and in a 
few da sereditors will be presented 
with the heet. it is expected that 
not mote! than’ 10 in the dollar will be 
distributed. The total purchases amounted 
to about $20,000, upon. which was paid 
about $2,000, and the stock remaining will 
amount to between $5,000 and $7,000. 
Gordon's flight was upon the evening of 
June 9th, and on the 10th the InreLuicEN- 
OBR announced tho event to its readers. 
The statement was denied by Bedcomb to 
an INTELLIGENCER reporter, but at the same 
time he seized the gods for himself, stating 
under oath that he believed Gordon had 
run away. Since this he told’ ono of the 
inspectors that if it was nob for the power 
of attorney held by Landon, he would have 
sold the entire stock on Saturday, giving 
as an excuse that he would thus have saved 
so much more for the creditors. Since the 
doors were. closed about $1,500 worth of 
goods have been received at the station 
here, shipped to the firm's address, which 
Bedcomb wished seized for the benefit 
of the creditors as a whole, but which 
Mr. Morey had left word yery properly to 
have returned. The stock, as assorted, is 
peculiar, looking very much as if the pur- 
chases had been made witha view of 
receiving the largest possible amount 
of goods irrespective of class or quality. 
For instance, the stock consists in part of 
assorted ‘spices afid 100 Jarge jars mustard, 
180 doz. } Jb. tins mustard, 5 large boxes 
teas and a large quantity of 3, 5 and 10 Ib. 
cans Japan and black tea. One side of 
the store 1s filled with bottles of essences 
and castor oil,50 doz. bottles Florida water, 
400 Ib. cans coffee, all brands of cake soaps 
and adozen brands of soap in boxes, 25 
gross of ink in bottles, quantities of the fin- 
est linen paper sufticient to stock the retail 
trade of the Province, % different makes of 
harvest mitts, 15 sotsof harness, about 
$2,000 worth of boots and shves, 20 gross 
of shoe blackingin boxes, 15 gross shoe 
polish worth $15 to $18 per gross, a small 
quantity of crockery and about $200 worth 
of ready madeclothing. A quantity of sil- 
verware from the Toronto Silver Plating 
Co. graced the window, but the firm became

As we wont 
up the dark, narrow little alley and saw 
the old lantern above the coffee room door 
bearing the words, **Ye old Cheshire 
Cheese,” the externals Were so unpreposscss- 
ing we felt inclined to retreat, but visions 
of the famous beef steak pudding rushed 
upon our minds and we entered, We found 
the hostel full and overflowing, bub 
mine host secured syats, and then came 
over us a terrible feeling of disappointment 
when William informed us that the pud- 
ding was ouly served during tho winter 
months, However, the Old Cheese put its 
best foot foremost, and served a dinner so 
well cooked and so appetizing, that we for- 
got all about the pudding in our admiration 
of the cutlets, The Cheese has a history 
for centuries. ‘ All the wits and clever lit- 
erary men were accustomed to dine here, 
and its tap was known farand wide. Thero 
is Goldsmith's and Johnson's cosy corner, 
aud the owner keeps everything about the 
place as it has been for centuries. No in- 
novations permitted, Only three families 
have held and occupied it for two hundred 
years. Oneyery Wednesday and Saturday 
a huge beefsteak pudding, requiring to bo 
carried by three men, is brought in, with 
great ceremonies. Mr. Moore then cuts 
twelve pieces, before one is allowed to be 
served. The ingredients of this pie are only 
known to the ‘'Cheese.” It is said the re- 
ceipt is locked up in an iron safe every Wed- 
nesday and Saturday night, and most care- 
fully guarded, Charles LI. and Nell Gwynn 
were accustomed to sup occasionally here. 
The chief waiter is about to retire; he has 
accumulated one hundred thousand dollars 
in his twenty-five years’ service—has a nice 
little place in Houestead, and drives in eve- 
ry morning in his brougham. Across the 
road is the Cock, quite as old as ye Cheeso, 
but doomed to destruction. Dick's was 
anothor famous hotel, but it has disappear- 
ed. We had a peep at the Duke of Con- 
naught upon his arrival ; he is home for the 
Jubilee. Seats are being erected to view 
the procession, and prices range from eight 
guineas a seat. Tho London householders 
on the fortunate streets evidently intend 
that those who would see the Queen must 
pay dearly for the privilege.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Sin,—I hope to see other correspondents 
than myself engage in the discussion we 
have begun in your columns on Commer 
cial Union. You and I will respect each 
other's opinions and the opinions of those 
who may discuss the subject with us 
whether we can agree or not. I thank you 
for the courtesy already extended. 

Instead of regarding Mr. Wiman as a 
“greedy renegade” as you term him, I hold 
him in high esteem as a Canadian, who, by 
his ability, has risen to prominence and 
has honorably acquired wealth in the met- 
ropolitan city of the United States, [ 
honor him that he is atill distinctively Ca- 
nadian, and that he uses his position and 
means to advance the national prosperity 
of the country of his birth. He has ac- 
accomplished more than any other man in 
the way of making Canada’s resources 
known to the people of the United States. 
The Montreal telegraph deal of which you 
speak was the amalgamation of that com- 
pany's and the Dominion Company's lines 
for working purposes under lease to the 
Great North-West Company, of which Mr. 
Wiman is President. It was honorably ac- 
complished, to the advantage of the amal- 
gamating companies’ shareholders, and if 
the operation is not now so successful as at 
firat it is owing to the appearance in the 
field of the C. P. R. Telegraph Company, 
whose existence could not have been fore- 
seen when the union was effected. 

{ cannot accept what the correspondent 
of the New York Times pretends to say is 
Sir John’s viows on commercial union, A 
New York newspaper correspondent is not 
a reliable medium through which to obtain 
the views of Dominion Cabinet ministers. 
We had the other day what purported to 
be Sir Chas, Tupper’s views given to a cor. 
respondent in Washington. He repudiated 
them. Mr. Bowell has frequently been 
misrepresented in a similar way. The de- 
olaration in the house by Sir John that he 
hopes for enlarged commercial relations be- 
tween Canada and the United States cor 
tainly does not warrant the opinion, in the 
absence of a atronger statement, that he is 
opposed to commercial union. 

Your view that the ory of 1878 ** recip- 
rocity of trade or reciprocity of tariffs’’ did 
not apply to any wider field of trade than 
that which was embraced im the former 
reciprocity treaty is not, 1 think, the cor- 
rect one. The treaty embraced only the 
exchange of the natural products of the 
two countries, but the National Policy not 
only shuts out these but nearly the wholo 
range of manufactured articles. 

I agree with you that the products of the 
two countries are largely identical and that 
we are compotitors together in the markets 
of the world for the sale of our surpluses, 
Notwithstanding this identity, however, 
there is a difference sufticiently great to 
make free trade betweon us desirablo and 
profitable. To illustrate—the Ontario far 
mer no longer exports a considerable a 
mount of wheat because it is not profitable 
to do so, but he can, owing to the National 
Policy, which keeps out American wheat, 
sell to local millers and obtain fair returns 
Commercial union would bring a competitor 
to the local wheat market and cheaper flour 
to the consumer, but on the other hand see 
what ‘he farmer would gain, He would

source of profit that it has been to the 
manufacturer. He has, however, been 
better off with it than he would have been 
without it, but it cannot put directly into 
his pocket year by year such asum as the 
extra profit upon the barley and the horses 
to which I have alluded, and he could well 
afford home competition in wheat, which is 
not very profitable any way, to secure this 
advantage. [f my reasoning be correct, 
that commercial union would bring increas- 
ed wealth to our farmers, I would not stop 
to argue that, agriculture being the basis of 
our prosperity, it would likewise prove 
beneficial to all classes. 

The advantages of free trade with the 
United States to those engaged in the fish- 
eries on the Atlantic coast of the Dominion 
must beapparent to any one who gives a 
thought to the matter. Access to such a 
market as the United States affords means 
to the fishermen of Canada the difference 
between a hard struggle for existence and 
comparatively easy circumstances. Beyond 
the case of the individual fisherman, how- 
ever, commercial union would embrace the 
larger matter of tho settlement of the 
fishery dispute for all time, a consumma- 
tion deyoutedly to be wished. 

Our mines await development. Iron ore 
exists in abundance, but we are almost with- 
out smelting works, and have comparative- 
ly few rolling mills, In our own section of 
country we haye seen mining carried on by 
American capital, and a railway into the 
mining regions bu‘lt with it. We want 
more of that capital, and the way to get it 
for iron mining and manufacturing right at 
our doors, is tu give the capitalist who in- 
vests in Canada not merely the limited 
Canadian market, but thatof the conti- 
nent. You have suggested that our City 
Council should take steps in the direction 
of iron smelting, since the increase in the 
duties. Asa member of that body I did 
not feel it on my conscience to act as you 
suggested. It is too big a aubject for Coun- 
cil reaolutions.or action. 


While on this subject of iron I will take 
occasion to say that what I stated in my 
firat letter regarding the increased duties 
placed upon iron during the late session of 
Parliament is correct, ‘he duties are plain - 
ly againat British iron masters*in the inter- 
est of Canada fromthe fact that the in- 
crease has been made on pig, plate and bar 
iron, almost every ton of which that enters 
Canada comes from Great Britain, The 
trade returns that you quote embrace iron 
raw and manufactured. I only referred to 
the action of Parliament this session on the 
raw article, which has caused such an out- 
cry in Eogland, and has been deemed sufk 
ciently dotrimental to British makors to 
cause the leader of the English Government 
in the House of Commons to declare that 
the action of the Oanadian Parliament in 
this regard would be taken into account 
when determining whethor the Canadian

FATAL ACOIDENT, 


A Stirling Foundryman Killed at His 
Work. 


Disemboweled by the Bursting ofan Emery 
Wheel, 


On Wednesday forenoon a shocking ac- 
cident occurred at the Stirling foundry, 
which resulted in the death of the pro- 
prietor, John Graham.

Itisa common thing to 
seo a woman with three or four children 
standing around her, not allowed to beg, 
and holding out a box of matches, men and 
women wandering through the streets, sing- 
ing tor coppers. The saddest sight is poor 
blind and crippled folks, wlio stand all day 
long in one place, sonre led there by a dog, 
mute, but uplifting their sightless eyes,and 
holding out some little article for sale. 
How these people live is always a wonder, 
flower women, water cress, lemon and 
orange vendors, Spaniards or Italians sit- 
ting on the sidewalk, with chalk of various 
colors, drawivg with fidelity fish, flowers, 
animals and fruit, hoping some spectator 
will give a penny. A market at night pre- 
sents some very unique pictures, what can 
become of those mountains of shrimps, 
whelks, fish, greena and every eatable that 
London can produce ? Butchers auctioning 
off meat all sizes of cuts, every vendor 
shouting to the extent of his lungs, adver- 
tising hjs wares,the scene is quite sufticient 
to bowilder adenizen of the quit little 
city of Belleville. As the Jubilee ap- 
proaches, all sorts of good things are paid 
about the Queen One incident! noticed 
in a paper. The Queen is obliged to sign 
death warrants.
